Vote next weekend for 
Pride Parade grand marshal

S ay what you will about LGBT politics in a city so pro¬ 
gressive that queers tend to get lost in smaller factions. 
When it’s Pride time, it’s our time, and no special in¬ 
terest or silly squabble can overshadow the big gay hol¬ 
iday that brings all of us under the same umbrella. 
Same goes for our heroes; whether or not we know them 
personally or are involved in the same activities they are, they 
represent the best of us, working to improve LGBT lives in 
ways that are beneficial to everyone. 

There are 16 nominees in the individual category for 
grand marshal of this year’s San Francisco LGBT Pride Pa¬ 
rade, to be held Sunday, June 24. This year’s nominees repre¬ 
sent incredibly diverse backgrounds and identities; there are 
a record number of transgender nominees, a handful of peo¬ 
ple active in the leather community, a couple of religious 
leaders, and numerous HIV/AIDS activists, to name a few 
characteristics of the many people to choose from. 

Grand marshal nominees are chosen by the public, and 
ballots will be available next week in local LGBT publications, 
on the SF Pride Web site, and at the Pride office. Voters do not 
need to be residents of San Francisco, since “people come 
from all over to be a part of San Francisco Pride,” according 
to Pride Executive Director Teddy Witherington. 

Ballot boxes will be set up around the city over the week¬ 
ends of March 24-25 and March 31-April 1; 
sites include 18th and Castro, the N’Touch 
on Polk, and to-be-annou'nced polling 
places in South of Market and the East Bay. 
A ballot box also will be present at the fourth 
anniversary of the popular Latin party 
Poppy on March 24. Voters from outside the 
Bay Area will probably be able to mail in 
their ballots; details will be available soon on 
the SF Pride Web site. 

People may vote only once for up to three 
people in each of the three categories for in¬ 
dividual, celebrity, and organization nomi¬ 
nees.

Sharon Smith files 
wrongful death suit

jjg awyers for Sharon Smith, the 
| partner of dog-mauling vic- 
Silll tim Diane Whipple, expect a 
long contentious battle in a 
wrongful death lawsuit that could 
set legal precedence over the rights 
of gay couples. 

On Monday, March 12, Smith 
filed suit against the dogs’ caretak¬ 
ers, Marjorie Knoller and Robert 
Noel as well as Rudolph Koppl, 
the owner of the building where 
she and Whipple lived and the site 
of the January 26 attack. 

“Diane Whipple was my part¬ 
ner and my best friend,” said 
Smith as she fought back tears at 
a City Hall press conference. “And 
even as I say that, that does not 
begin to describe the depth of our 
love and relationship.” 

Smith plans to donate any 
money she recovers in the suit to 
the foundation that was set up in 
Whipple’s honor. No dollar figure 
was named in the suit. The suit al¬ 
leges that Koppl, the landlord, 
“was negligent in permitting 
Knoller and Noel to keep vicious 
dogs in the building.” Koppl did 
not return a call for comment. 

Smith was flanked at the press 
conference by her attorneys, 
Michael Cardoza, and Kate 
Kendell, the executive director of 
the National Center for Lesbian 
Rights. 

A copy of Whipple’s two-page 
handwritten will was attached to 
the lawsuit. Whipple wrote that if 
she dies, virtually all of her assets 
should go to Smith. Smith’s attor¬ 
neys say it bolsters their claim that 
Smith and Whipple should be 
considered de facto legal spouses. 
Currently, state law only allows 
married couples or family mem¬ 
bers the right to sue for the death 
of a spouse. 

In an interview with the Bay 
Area Reporter on Tuesday, March

13, Noel said he questions the va¬ 
lidity of the will and reiterated that 
Smith has no legal standing to 
bring a wrongful death suit. Noel 
said he still hadn’t been served with 
the suit and said that contrary to 
published reports, he hasn’t been 
asked or subpoenaed to appear be¬ 
fore the grand jury that is current¬ 
ly hearing testimony in the case. 

“It seems that everybody has 
been told that but me,” Noel said 
of the reports. “Nobody from the 
DA’s office has contacted me.” 

Noel said he wanted to set 
straight a published report that 
said that a copy of his dog train¬ 
ing book Manstopper was “sur¬ 
prisingly” turned over during the 
court hearing at Pelican Bay 
Prison last week. 

“We had received a letter from 
the DA two days before the hear¬ 
ing saying ‘please produce the 
Manstopper book for us’ so we did 
it,” he said. Noel first told the 
B.A.R. he planned to hand over 
the book in an interview last week. 

Police say the attack-dog train¬ 
ing book could be very strong ev¬ 
idence in their case against Noel 
and Knoller. 

Monday’s lawsuit filing came 


as a surprise to Whipple’s mother, 
Pamela Whipple-Kelly, who told 
the B.A.R. that she has been kept 
in the dark and out of the loop for 
most of the recent developments 
in the case. Whipple-Kelly said she 
plans on filing her own wrongful 
death lawsuit and she was sur¬ 
prised that Smith’s attorneys did¬ 
n’t file their suit at the same time. 

“I thought Michael [Cardoza] 
was going to wait and do it with 
our attorney,” said Whipple-Kelly. 
“I don’t understand why he could¬ 
n’t have waited. I guess he got im¬ 
patient and went ahead and did it 
anyway.” 

At the press conference, Car¬ 
doza said that when Whipple- 
Kelly’s lawsuit is filed, it will be 
combined with Smith’s lawsuit. 

The release of the written will 
also came as a surprise to Whip¬ 
ple-Kelly. She was first informed 
of the will by the B.A.R. three 
weeks ago and hadn’t seen a copy 
of it until she was faxed a copy of 
it by the B.A.R. on Monday. 

Whipple-Kelly and Smith’s at¬ 
torneys have been sharply critical 
of the slow pace of the district at¬ 
torney office’s investigation. DA 
spokesman, Reginald Smith, told 
the B.A.R. that charges would like¬ 
ly be brought at the beginning of 
next week.

BALIF dinner focuses on DP rights

S haron Smith, the seven-year 
partner of dog-mauling vic¬ 
tim Diane Whipple, was the 
surprise honored guest at the 21st 
annual dinner for the Bay Area 
Lawyers for Individual Freedom held 
last Thursday March 8, at the Hyatt 
Regency Hotel in San Francisco. 

In a brief interview outside the 
event ballroom, Smith told the 
Bay Area Reporter that her grief 
has only intensified now that the 
initial shock of the January 26 at¬ 
tack has worn off. 

“It’s getting harder, emotional¬ 
ly,” Smith said. “It’s really starting 
to settle in. You pass that first two- 
week period where you realize 
she’s not coming back from an ex¬ 
tended vacation, it’s for real. Emo¬ 
tionally, it’s been very, very tough.” 

Smith said that she’s actively 
looking to move out of the build¬ 
ing that is a constant reminder of 
the horrific way Whipple died. 

“I’ve looked at a few apart¬ 
ments but there’s not enough time 
in the day to get everything done 
that I want to do and I just started 
work on Monday,” she said. 

When asked about the intense 
press coverage of the case and 
whether she thought the media 
was respectful of her relationship 


with Whipple, Smith said: “Ab¬ 
solutely, I do. There’s been a lot of 
media. I’ve never experienced 
anything like this but I think 
everyone’s been very respectful.” 

Whipple’s death catapulted 
Smith virtually overnight into the 
role of gay activist and put her in 
the role of the poster child for do¬ 
mestic partner rights. 

“It’s a little bit new to me but I 
have done some political things. 
When I was living in D.C., I was 
very political. But certainly I was 
a very private person and now this 
is a very public thing. 

“It doesn’t seem like I’m doing 
a job or anything, it just seems like 
absolutely the right thing to do,” 
Smith added. 

Smith said she was hopeful that 
her wrongful death lawsuit against 
the dogs’ caretakers, Marjorie 
Knoller and Robert Noel, will be 
successful. She plans to donate any 
money she collects from the suit to 
the Diane Alexis Whipple Founda¬ 
tion to help support school athlet¬ 
ics and other projects that were 
most important to Whipple. 

“I’m cautiously optimistic,” 
Smith said of the lawsuit. “I don’t 
want to set my hopes up and be 
disappointed. But I am being 
wonderfully supported by both 
Michael [her attorney Michael 
Cardoza] and Kate Kendell [exec¬ 


utive director of the National 
Center for Lesbian Rights] and the 
community at large. It feels like 
the time is right to make a differ¬ 
ence, to make a change.” 

That community support was 
in evidence at the start of the 
BALIF dinner. Smith and her 
lawyer were introduced as they sat 
at their table near the stage. Those 
gathered in the packed ballroom 
gave them a standing ovation in 
support of their efforts to bring 
comparable rights to gay partners 
in civil lawsuits. 

Smith’s efforts were very much 
in keeping with one of the main 
themes of the BALIF event: do¬ 
mestic partner rights. A table was 
set up outside the dinner to regis¬ 
ter domestic partners under Cali¬ 
fornia’s Domestic Partner Registry. 

The keynote speaker of the event 
was Mary Bonauto, the civil rights 
director of Gay and Lesbian Advo¬ 
cates and Defenders, the organiza¬ 
tion behind the historic Vermont 
Supreme Court ruling that eventu¬ 
ally paved the way for the state Leg¬ 
islature’s same-sex civil union law 
that was adopted last year. 

Bonauto told attendees that 
the struggle for equality can only 
be won through the next step, gay 
marriages. She said that civil 
unions are no substitution for the

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AIDS activists target 
HIV drug advertising

I| ctivists learned this week that 

/ I San Francisco Department of 
H Public Health officials now 
have preliminary data to demon¬ 
strate that common HIV drug treat¬ 
ment print advertisements may 
cause people to have unsafe sex, fur¬ 
ther spreading the disease. 

DPH surveyed some 262 pa¬ 
tients at city clinics that treat sex¬ 
ually transmitted diseases and 
found that 62 percent of respon¬ 
dents thought that HIV ads 
caused unsafe sexual behavior. 

“I believe the HIV ads may 
play a role in the increasing treat¬ 
ment optimism. Treatment opti¬ 
mism or the belief that treatments 
make HIV a more curable, man¬ 
ageable infection has been shown 
to be associated with increases in 
unsafe sexual behavior among 
certain populations,” said DPH’s 
Dr. Jeff Klausner. 

Activists have grown more con¬ 
cerned about the use of young and 
sexually attractive models in HIV 
drug ads. The models, even if in¬ 
fected at age 21, would mostly still 
be in the earliest stages of HIV at 
the time they pose for certain HIV 
drug ads such as Bristol-Myers 
Squibb’s “I’m Positive! and I take 
Zerit” ad. The Zerit ad features a 
scantily clad sexy young man as a 
Zerit user. Most of these models 
would not likely have full-blown 
AIDS yet. Recently released gov¬ 
ernment guidelines for AIDS 
treatment indicate that patients 
should not take the HIV drugs 


until they have progressed to AIDS 
or have a T-cell count below 200. 

“These ads are both misleading 
about what one looks like with the 
disease, and more alarmingly, 
when one should begin treat¬ 
ment,” said Michael Lauro, a Sur¬ 
vive AIDS activist. 

Klausner said that he is wor¬ 
ried about the effects the ads are 
having on high-risk populations 
in the city. “The ads are clearly 
using sex to sell medications for a 
sexually transmitted disease. I 
think this is problematic and is 
like using Big Macs to sell choles¬ 
terol-lowering drugs,” he said. 

Klausner and some activists 
have met with Food and Drug Ad¬ 
ministration officials and have 
asked for federal regulatory assis¬ 
tance. “It would be easy for drug 
companies to insert prevention 
messages in their ads and make 
them more balanced. Either the 
idea never occurred to them or 
they are not interested in prevent¬ 
ing HIV,” added Klausner. 

The FDA’s Richard Klein indi¬ 
cated that the agency would con¬ 
sider sending a letter asking drug 
companies to tone down the ads. 
“We share the community’s con¬ 
cerns about these ads and are 
working internally to try and find 
a way that the FDA can help solve 
the problem,” said Klein. 

Drug companies have thus far 
responded in an article appearing 
in the March 14 edition of New 
York’s Newsday newspaper. In the 
article, written by Laurie Garrett, 
Bristol-Myers Squibb representa¬ 
tives said that“direct-to-consumer 
advertising of prescription drugs 


improves public health by 
prompting people to see their doc¬ 
tors and become more involved in 
their health.” Merck also defended 
its right to market HIV drugs. 

According to Klausner, one drug 
company had been contacted about 
the danger. “I wrote a letter to 
Merck in November asking them to 
reconsider their ‘mountain climb¬ 
ing’ ad campaign for Crixivan be¬ 
cause I thought it gave the wrong 
message and might be contributing 
to persons’ perceptions that HIV is 
a curable, manageable disease and 
resultant increases in unsafe sexual 
behavior. Merck replied that they 
did not believe their ads were mis¬ 
leading or that there was any asso¬ 
ciation with their ads and increased 
risk behaviors. Obviously, the drug 
companies are not going to volun¬ 
tarily deal with this important 
issue,” he said. 

This week, Board of Supervisors 
President Tom Ammiano called for 
a public hearing to look into the 
issue. Activists have asked for Am- 
miano’s help in banning the ads on 
spaces such as buses, bus shelters, 
and other city property. Ammiano 
has seen DPFI’s preliminary survey 
data and is very concerned. “These 
drug companies could be liable for 
increases in HIV infection here in 
our city,” Ammiano said. 

DPH officials plan to continue 
current surveys monitoring drug 
ad influence on gay men, and like¬ 
ly will publish a report later this 
year. “It is my job to chip away at 
different factors that might be re¬ 
lated to these increases and pro¬ 
tect the health of San Francis¬ 
cans,” Klausner said. ▼

cultural importance of marriage. 

“People don’t sing songs about 
domestic partners. They don’t 
sing songs about civil unions. 

“The only people who can’t 
marry is us and that has got to 
change,” said Bonauto. 

Bonauto stressed the impor¬ 
tance of other states taking up 
where Vermont left off. 

“Civil unions are simply not 
good enough at all,” she said. “Let’s 
have some other states stand on 
the broad shoulders of Vermont 
and take us to the second step.” 

Bonauto said that although Ver¬ 
mont civil unions guarantee do-

mestic partners comparable rights 
in state matters, any protections on 


the federal level are off limits.

JH motion for a new trial by an 

R AIDS activist who was con- 
s. victed in January of felony 
battery on a peace officer in San 
Jose has been continued until 
.today (Thursday, March 15). 

Last Friday, March 9, Santa 
Clara County Superior Court 
Judge Alden E. Danner agreed to 
continue the hearing, after the 
prisoner, longtime AIDS activist 
Brian Patrick Carmichael, re¬ 
quested it. Since Carmichael was 
convicted of the battery charge he 
has been fighting for a new trial, 
and maintains that police officers 
lied on the stand during his Janu¬ 
ary trial and that he was inade¬ 
quately represented by the Santa 
Clara County public defender’s 
office. He is representing himself 
in the legal proceedings. 

The case against Carmichael 
stems from an incident that oc¬ 
curred at San Jose International 
Airport last September as 
Carmichael stepped off an air¬ 
plane. Police were waiting at the 
airport to talk to Carmichael, who 
while on the airplane in Dallas, 
got into an argument with a pas¬ 
senger who was occupying a seat 
Carmichael had been told was re-

served for his ill brother. During a 
scuffle after Carmichael got off the 
plane, he fell on a police officer, 
who reported that he suffered an 
injury as a result. 

During the February 23 hear¬ 
ing, however, Carmichael raised 
questions over how the officer Was 
injured, and presented evidence 
that contradicted the prosecu¬ 
tion’s case. 

The March 9 hearing was a 
continuation of the February 23 
motion for a new trial; however, 
Carmichael told the court that he 


was exhausted and was not pre¬ 
pared to finish his arguments. 

Because of Carmichael’s prior 
convictions, he faces a possible 
third strike sentence on the battery 
charge. If Carmichael’s argument 
for a new trial fails, he is prepared 
to file a motion that the sentence 
be reduced to a misdemeanor. 

Deputy District Attorney 
David Soares, who’s prosecuting 
the case, is expected to present his 
arguments against a new trial for 
Carmichael at the March 15 hear¬ 
ing. ▼ 


Friday reappointed to Police Commission

ayne Friday, a longtime 
gay and civil rights acr 
tivist and political editor 
of the Bay Area Reporter, has been 
appointed to his third term on the 
San Francisco Police Commission. 

Mayor Willie Brown reap¬ 
pointed Friday in early March to a 
four-year term after naming him 
to the board in 1999 to fill an un- 
expired term. Friday’s first ap¬ 
pointment came in 1993. 

Friday was sworn in to his lat¬ 
est term last Friday, March 9 dur¬ 
ing a City Hall ceremony. 

“I want to emphasize that we’re 
always looking to recruit qualified 
gay and lesbian police officers,” 
Friday told the B.A.R. “They make 
some of our best officers. Deputy 
Chief Mindy Pengel is an out les¬ 
bian, and could very well be chief 
one day.” 

Additionally, an open lesbian, 
Lieutenant Judie Pursell, is in

charge of the department’s Homi¬ 
cide Bureau and there are a num¬ 
ber of gay and lesbian officers. 

Friday said another of his goals 
is to boost police ranks from cur¬ 
rent levels, just above 2,100 offi¬ 


cers, to the full complement of 
2,300. 

The five-member Police Com¬ 
mission is chartered to take re¬ 
sponsibility for organizing, man¬ 
aging, and setting all policy for the 
city’s 2,300-member police force. 
It approves the Police Depart¬ 
ment’s annual budget, and over¬ 
sees issues ranging from officer 
misconduct to the 911 emergency 
system and the Office of Civilian 
Complaints. 

Friday is often viewed as a 
barometer for San Francisco poli¬ 
tics and the gay/lesbian scene via 
his weekly B.A.R. column, “Our 
Man Friday,” which has run for 
more than 20 years. 

He is a retired investigator for 
the District Attorney’s office. ▼

PlanetOut calls off merger with 
Advocate, announces 29 layoffs

T he gravity of the dot-com 
implosion is pulling two 
dominant LGBT Web sites, 
PlanetOut and Gay.com, back to 
earth. 

The popular PlanetOut has 
drawn considerable media atten¬ 
tion in recent weeks because of 
two planned mergers, one on the 
brink of approval and the other a 
rather visible failure, even to the 
naked eye. 

The merger with Gay.com is 
moving ahead, according to com¬ 
pany spokeswoman Rosanne 
Siino, but has sparked the layoff of 
29 people between the two firms, 
or about 25 percent of their com¬ 
bined work force. 

Siino, vice president of corpo¬ 
rate communications, said the lay¬ 
offs, “mostly through redundan¬ 
cies,” had been spread across the 
firms’ departments and that no 
more were planned. 

Siino told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that “we should hear by 
month’s end” that the Gay.com 
merger has received official state 
approval. 

The new company will be 
called PlanetOut Partners- Inc., 
and will result from the merger of 
the PlanetOut Corporation and 
Gay.com’s parent firm, On- 
linePartners.com Inc. 

But PlanetOut’s planned high- 
profile merger with Liberation Pub¬ 


lications Inc., publisher of the Ad¬ 
vocate and Out magazines, has col¬ 
lapsed in the wake of the stock mar¬ 
ket slump and the dot-com purge. 
Both firms announced on March 8 
the termination of their letter of in¬ 
tent (LOI), signed last year. 

The announcement of the LOI 
termination said that “changes in 
the investment environment” and 
the subsequent merger plans with 
Gay.com led to the break with 
Liberation Publications. 

Originally the marriage would 
have brought a $30 million dowry 
in PlanetOut stock to Liberation, 
according to the San Francisco 
Chronicle. 

The Advocate has an off-line 
circulation of 94,000; Out maga¬ 
zine has around 100,000. 

Layoffs and profits 

Another factor in the layoffs 
was the need for profitability, ac¬ 
cording to Bryce Eberhart, a 
spokesman for both PlanetOut 
and Online Partners. 

“Our investors have demanded 
profitability by year end, so we’ve 
brought expenses below expected 
revenues to comply,” Eberhart said 
in an article on Gay.com’s site. 

“Because of the tight econom¬ 
ic climate, we are choosing to be 
very focused in putting our re¬ 
sources behind products that are 
central to our core mission and 
revenue possibilities as a merged 
company,” Eberhart added. “We 
are eliminating some projects 


from the two heritage companies 
that don’t make sense in the cur¬ 
rent environment.” 

Members growing 
... but paying? 

Between the two merging sites 
there are “about 2 million mem¬ 
bers, and we’re seeing phenome¬ 
nal growth,” Siino said. 

Web traffic monitor Media 
Metrix reported last summer that 
PlanetOut was the Web’s number 
one gay and lesbian site, reaching 
around 586,000 unique visitors 
monthly. When combined with its 
reach on the PlanetOut site on 
America Online, the visitor total 
was about 1.6 million. 

That number was down a bit in 
a more recent Media Metrix re¬ 
port, giving PlanetOut 565,000 
visitors and Gay.com 612,000 in 
January. 

The real question is whether 
those members and other visitors 
are generating sufficient revenue. 
PlanetOut Partners will increas¬ 
ingly push its revenue-producing 
products, including e-commerce- 
based sources such as paid per¬ 
sonal ads, travel package deals 
with airlines and travel industry 
firms, and product sales. 

Siino said Gay.com’s acquisi¬ 
tion of Kleptomaniac, an aggrega¬ 
tor of products through an online 
neighborhood store “like you’d 
find in the Castro,” should help. 
Kleptomaniac offers everything 
from home products to puppy ac¬ 


cessories to “Fashions for Bad- 
boys, naughty not nice.” 

Seduction 

Last year, as the promise of the 
Internet-driven “New Economy” 
expanded, numerous firms were 
seduced into building a major on¬ 
line presence as quickly as possi¬ 
ble. A year later, such Web sites re¬ 
main in many cases as mecha¬ 
nisms for branding, information, 
or simply to keep a virtual public 
presence. But while e-commerce is 
not likely to disappear, it has failed 
to keep the promise of massive 
consumer-driven profits. With the 
dot-com demise, the ability to 
make money purely through the 
Internet has become a fading 
dream for many. 

Despite the dissolution of the 
merger plan, the Advocate 
(www.advocate.com) remains 
linked to the PlanetOut site as a 
partner. Both parties sought to 
strike an upbeat pose over the 
merger collapse. 

“We continue to see great syner¬ 
gies between our print publications 
and the online media of PlanetOut 
and Online Partners,” said Libera¬ 
tion Publications President Jim 
Franklin, in a written statement. 

Asked what those synergetic 
possibilities were, Siino told the 
B.A.R.: “We’re looking at things 
such as cross-promotion of 
brands, doing more of their con¬ 
tent targeting our audience, and 
ways to co-market brands.” T

Drug marketing responsibly 


MP he news this week that health officials 

! 4 believe ads for HIV medications may 

I cause an increase in unsafe sexual 
practices did not particularly surprise us. 
We know that living with HIV isn’t a glam¬ 
orous existence, nor is it easy to do, even 
with medication. Side effects can be debili¬ 
tating, as many readers know. 

When protease inhibitors hit the market 
several years ago, drug companies began ag¬ 
gressive ad campaigns in gay publications, 
including this one. Over the years, the com¬ 
petition among drug companies has be¬ 
come fierce as each product attempts to 
stand out in an increasingly crowded field. 
It’s not surprising that the ads themselves 
have evolved and feature younger, more at¬ 
tractive men hawking the pills. 

Now comes word that city health officials 
have been surveying men who come into 
city-run clinics for treatment of sexually 
transmitted diseases. Of 262 men ques¬ 
tioned, 72 percent agreed with the statement 
that “HIV drug advertisements ... portray 
men who are healthy, handsome, and 
strong”; 62 percent felt the ads “affect a per¬ 
son’s decision to have unprotected sex.” 

As a newspaper that has regularly run such 
ads, we would like to point out that censoring 
ads is not our job. Over the years, we’ve run 
ads for many filings that are controversial or 
with which we don’t necessarily agree. A cou¬ 
ple of years ago, after much debate, we ran an 
ad for an ex-gay ministry. No, we certainly did 
not agree with the ad, but we didn’t believe 
that ad censorship had a place in our publica¬ 
tion. Similarly, we’ve drawn responses from 
readers for running ads promoting or con¬ 
demning ACT UP/San Francisco. 

While the HIV drug ads may feature 
people looking like the picture of good 
health, all of the ads contain disclaimers and 
descriptions of side effects and other treat¬ 
ment information. 

Nevertheless, the latest study, which is 
continuing, raises important questions that 
we feel are best addressed by federal regula¬ 


tors. Prescription drug advertising is regu¬ 
lated, and companies have to adhere to cer¬ 
tain standards, which is why each ad 
requires descriptions of side effects 
and other patient information. 

Along these lines, perhaps it is 
time for federal officials to re¬ 
think how HIV drugs are market¬ 
ed and make needed changes. 

Of course, the drug companies them¬ 
selves could make changes and market 
their products more responsi¬ 
bly. 

It’s important to realize, 
however, that drug ads aren’t 
the only thing tempting men to engage in 
unsafe sex. Recreational drug use and alco¬ 
hol use among men - especially among the 
circuit party crowd - also leads to unsafe 


sex, as people start feeling the “high” and 
loosen up, engaging in practices in which 
they may not have participated had they 
been sober. 

HIV prevention and education are 
still the best medicine. Advertising has 
always been about selling products, and 
HIV medications are no exception. Peo¬ 
ple need to read the entire ad and be 
aware that virtually any HIV medica- 
, tion comes with moderate to severe 
side effects. 

We’d like to see the drug 
companies acknowledge that 
their ads can be misleading 
and take steps to correct the perception that 
people taking the drugs can lead carefree 
lives. This is not the case with HIV, as those 
living with the disease know all too well. T 




Keep fighting for equality

p always try to avoid the tendency of “eat- 
jf ing our own” - attacking other gays be¬ 
ll cause they are easy targets, as opposed to 
going after the real enemies of our commu¬ 
nity: Trent Lott, Dick Armey, right-wing “re¬ 
ligious” groups. But there are gay people 
whose convictions and rhetoric have the po¬ 
tential to harm our movement for equality. 

Kevin Ivers, director of public affairs for 
the gay group Log Cabin Republicans, is one 
such person. Ivers seems more interested in 
seeing the Republican Party triumph, rather 
than gay people treated with justice and 
equality. Recently, gay Congressman Barney 
Frank used Dick Cheney’s vice presidential 
debate comments on states making their own 
decision regarding gay unions, to introduce 
legislation to repeal the clause in the so-called 
Defense of Marriage Act that defines marriage 
as a “legal union between one man and one 
woman.” But Ivers has called Frank’s bill a 
“clever trick” aimed at drawing publicity from 
Cheney’s comments, and said that Frank’s bill 
will not be taken seriously. Congressman 
Frank wants to take advantage of Vice Presi¬ 
dent Cheney’s positive comments, and Ivers 
should welcome this, rather than worry how 
the bill might hurt or divide the GOP. I ex¬ 
pect the LCR to welcome and support legis¬ 
lation designed to advance the cause of gay 
equality, regardless of whether the bills come 
from a Republican or a Democrat. 

In the January 15 issue of the Austin 
American-Statesiftan, Ivers was quoted as 
saying “it’s time homosexuals look beyond 
the narrow range of issues that have previ¬ 
ously preoccupied them.” Ivers feels that ed¬ 
ucation reform, tax reform, and sustained 
economic growth are gay issues, and of 
course, they are. But tax reform is not going 
to help the gay men and women who are 
denied custody of their children, the gay 
couples who remain unrecognized, the gay 
service people who are thrown out of the 
military, or the gay youth terrorized at 


school. It is insulting and condescending for 
any Republican to ignore the issue of dis¬ 
crimination in the military, but expect our 
votes if we agree on tax reform. 

In a recent issue of The New Republic, gay 
writer Andrew Sullivan questions whether 
gay groups rely too much on “victimhood” 
to gain equality in America, citing the prior¬ 
ities of hate crimes and employment dis¬ 
crimination in our legislative agenda. How¬ 
ever, I never hear Sullivan rail against the 
employment protection already in place 
based on race, religion, sex, national 
origin, and marital status. It would 
appear more fair if Sullivan was as 
obsessed at eliminating these pro¬ 
tected categories as he is in working 
to ensure that sexual orientation is 
not added to the list. Sullivan also 
describes the number of 
gay hate crimes as “puny,” 
but this does not hold up 
in my home state, Rhode 
Island, where in 1999 gays were the group 
most targeted. Sullivan’s comments give 
cover and comfort to those who work to 
deny gay people equality in America. 

Sullivan does get it right, however, when 
in the same article he writes that there must 
be no more talk of homosexuality somehow 
being a “private matter,” perpetuating the 
culture of the closet. In an interview with 
the New York Times shortly before he took 
office, George W. Bush said, “I believe that 
someone’s sexual orientation is their private 
business.” Your sex life should be private. 
But your sexual orientation is not your sex 
life, and neither, by the way, is it your 
“lifestyle.” We, as gay people, must under¬ 
stand these distinctions. Heterosexuals are 
encouraged to keep their sex life private, but 
not their sexual orientation. The same 
should be true of homosexuals. Bush can¬ 
not be allowed to dismiss sexual orientation 
as a “private matter” to avoid dealing with 
the demands of a group seeking justice. 

Rhetoric that is harmful to us is not just the 
province of the gay ideological right. Dixon 


Osburn, the executive director of the Service 
Members Legal Defense Network, a nonpar¬ 
tisan gay group, recently said, “We don’t ex¬ 
pect the Bush administration to open the mil¬ 
itary with a policy of non-discrimination, but 
we hope the door remains open and that [De¬ 
fense] Secretary [Donald] Rumsfeld is com¬ 
mitted to uphold the law as it was intended in 
1993.” We should continue to demand that 
DADT becomes just an ugly part of history, 
while.at the same time work to make life eas¬ 
ier for gay service members in this current sit¬ 
uation. We must not accept in any way Bush’s 
continuation of the unabashed bigotry that 
DADT represents. 

Elizabeth Birch, executive di¬ 
rector of the Human Rights Cam¬ 
paign, prudently indicated she 
was ready to work with the Bush 
administration to continue 
the advancement of gay 
rights. But Daniel 
McGlinchey, political di¬ 
rector of the National Stonewall Democrats, 
has declared the Bush presidency “a four-year 
holding pattern” on issues important to gays. 
Elizabeth Toledo, of the National Gay and Les¬ 
bian Task Force, said it will be good to remove 
our tuxedos and put on our marching shoes. 
The bar and expectations have been lowered 
for the Bush presidency by too many gay lead¬ 
ers of all political persuasions, and it is time to 
put a halt to this. We must not lessen our de¬ 
mands of President Bush, because in doing so, 
crumbs become achievements; outrages be¬ 
come mere expectations. Our goals and de¬ 
termination should be exactly the same as if 
A1 Gore had been inaugurated on January 20. 
We should not have to endure a “time-out” for 
our “place at the table.”

Revise rent control laws 

In the article on Supervisor Chris 
Daly’s proposed TIC legislation [March 
8], Katie Szymanski fails to mention 
several key points. First, the legislation will further re¬ 
strict the supply of housing for sale, which in turn will 
continue to drive up prices for buyers, especially first 
time buyers. Secondly, TICs are similar in structure to 
cooperative apartments, which have long been used 
in New York City to provide home ownership to in¬ 
dividuals. Risks associated with them are minimal. 
Third, Supervisor Daly’s proposal, by compelling 
owners to sell to current occupants at below market 
rates, may make it easier for individuals to own the 
apartments they now occupy, but will make it harder 
for them to buy a different apartment, because the 
prices of all available housing will be driven up by this 
proposal. Additionally, how is forcing apartment 
owners to sell to current occupants at below market 
rates (as determined by what other buyers are willing 
to pay) good for them? Fourth, what evidence does 
Robert Haaland have to support his dubious con¬ 
tention that TICs are “decimating our community” 
and driving gay people out of San Francisco? (I’m fa¬ 
miliar with one TIC conversion involving a five-unit 
building. In that case, one gay person left the city, 
while three other gay individuals moved into the 
newly refurbished apartments - a net gain of two. And 
the person who moved out was delighted with the 
money he was given to vacate, making it much easier 
for him to retire to Palm Springs.) Fifth, what hard 
evidence does Haaland offer as proof that “Buying a 
home is out of reach for 90 percent of our gay broth¬ 
ers and sisters?” 

If Daly wants to help bring down the cost of hous¬ 
ing, he should look at revising outrageous rent control 
laws that currently are keeping 10,000 apartments va¬ 
cant, increasing the number of apartments that may 
be converted to condominiums, adding no more re¬ 
strictions to TICs, and working toward increasing the 
supply of homes for sale and for rent.

Where’s protection for owners? 

I found the article by Katie Szymanski about reg¬ 
ulation of tenancies-in-common in the March 8 
B.A.R. to be biased. Absolutely no effort was made to 
explore or discuss opposing views. Even the headline, 
which included the words “Proposed ordinance pro¬ 
tects renters and owners alike,” was false and mislead¬ 
ing, as the article failed to identify any portion of 
Chris Daly’s proposal that arguably provides protec¬ 
tion of property ownership as guaranteed by the U.S.

No mention was made that Chris Daly has a close 
political alliance with Ted Gullickson, a paid profes¬ 
sional agitator who makes a nice living by perpetuat¬ 
ing the housing crisis. Mr. Gullickson very publicly 
opposes any and all property owner’s rights, including 
the basic right to live in one’s own property. Further, 
no mention was made in the article of Chis Daly’s be¬ 
havior at a recent Board of Supervisors hearing, where 
the speaking time period of opposing viewpoints 
was reduced by two-thirds - to a mere 60 
seconds, in order to silence the voices of 
those who disagree with Mr. Daly’s self- 
serving and politically motivated housing 
policy agenda. Incidentally, Daly’s behav¬ 
ior was accurately described as “Stalinist” 
by another San Francisco publication.

Around 1990 I was watching an old, silent Lillian 
Gish movie at the Castro Theatre. Some idiot sat next 
to me - in the middle of the movie - and without a 
word, put his hand in my crotch and squeezed it. 
When I pushed him away he said something to the ef¬ 
fect of: “This is the Castro - get over it.” From then till 
now, I’ve been unable to find even one single gay man 
in the Castro who sees anything wrong with what that 
man did. More than a hundred gay men in the Castro 
told me that I was homophobic and sex-negative be¬ 
cause I didn’t recognize the right of some fool to sex¬ 
ually harass me. “He’s just celebrating his sexuality,” I 
was repeatedly told. “He didn’t hurt you, did he, so 
what’s the problem?” This attitude began with the the¬ 
ater’s then-manager, and continued on from there. 

This has always been the attitude of gay men in the 
Castro: “We’re gay, so therefore we have no faults and 
can do what we want.” That belief extends to impor¬ 
tant civil rights issues such as public masturbation 
and sexual harassment. Then we wonder why 
straights think we’re sex addicts. 

Yes, I really am a sexual liberal. Drag, leather, sex 
clubs, orgies, porn, transgender rights, gay marriage, 
and gay adoption, I support them all. But there’s a 
time and place for everything. 

So hats off to Gold’s Gym. Standards of behavior 
are needed, badly.

Who is Tommy Kirk?

March 25, 1964 (37 years ago 
this month): Disney releases The 
Misadventures of Merlin Jones , 
starring Tommy Kirk, a young 
actor whose real-life misadven¬ 
tures would soon get him fired 
from the studio. 


W hen conservative reli¬ 
gious leaders called for a 
boycott of the Walt Dis¬ 
ney Company in 1997, they were 
especially enraged over the Dis- 
ney^produced sitcom Ellen, in 
which the lead character (and ac¬ 
tress Ellen DeGeneres, who played 
her) had just come out as a les¬ 
bian. Underlying their anger 
was a sense of betrayal. The 
Disney name, after all, had 
long been synonymous 
with “traditional family 
values,” and the company 
had often taken great pains to 
preserve its squeaky- 
clean image. 

But things had 
changed at Disney, as 


in much of American 
society. Certainly, the religious 
right would have had nothing to 
complain about had the company 
dealt with Ellen DeGeneres the 
same way “Uncle Walt” had dealt 
with another gay actor three 
decades earlier. 

In 1964, 23-year-old Tommy 
Kirk was one of the studio’s most 
successful stars. Originally from 
Kentucky but raised in Los Ange¬ 
les, Kirk had come to Walt Dis¬ 
ney’s attention at the age of 13, 
while performing in a regional 
stage production of Eugene 
O’Neill’s Ah, Wilderness. Disney 
signed the young teenager to a 
long-term contract, and the next 
year Kirk was playing one of the 
“Hardy Boys” on The Mickey 
Mouse Club TV series. 

Before long, however, his boy- 
next-door looks, obvious intelli¬ 
gence, and confident acting took 
him to the big screen with a star¬ 
ring role in Old Yeller (1957). 
From then on, Kirk was making 
two or three movies a year for Dis¬ 
ney, with leading roles in such 
crowd-pleasers as The Shaggy Dog 
(1959), Swiss Family Robinson 
(I960), and Savage Sam (1963), 
the sequel to Old Yeller. With the 
release of The Misadventures of 
Merlin Jones (1964) - the first the¬ 
atrical film in which he was given 
top billing - Kirk’s future at the 
studio seemed secure. 

Although it may true that, as 
some have observed, Walt Disney 
was grooming Kirk to be the “All- 
American boy” and “the epitome 
of young masculinity,” it is worth 
noting that Kirk’s characters tend¬ 
ed to be outsiders, brainy, and 
somewhat socially inept, though 
lovable nonetheless. In The Shag¬ 
gy Dog, for instance, Kirk plays a 
hapless teenage inventor who ac¬ 
cidentally gets turned into a 
sheepdog. When his dog-hating

father, played by Fred MacMurray, 
learns that his son is canine, he 
moans, “Where did we go wrong 
with him?” 

In Swiss Family Robinson, Kirk 
is the clever castaway brother who 
very pointedly does not get the 
girl; she falls instead for the sexy 
brother (James MacArthur) and 
decides to stay on the island and 
make a family with him. Kirk, 
meanwhile, dressed in top hat and 
tails, leaves the rest of his family 
behind at the end of the movie, as 
he sails off to England for a uni¬ 
versity education. Although Kirk’s 
character in Merlin Jones does get 
the most popular girl on campus, 
he, too, is a socially challenged 
brainiac who displays more affec¬ 
tion for his chimpanzee than 
for Annette Funicello. 

Kirk was 17 or 18 when 
he first realized he was gay 
and “wasn’t going to 
change,” the actor re¬ 
called in a 1993 interview. 
But he was “very, very 
lonely”: “I had some 
brief, very passionate 
encounters, and as a 
teenager I had some 
affairs, but they were always 
stolen, back-alley kind of things.” 
He was also scared. “I had the def¬ 
inite feeling that [being gay] was 
going to wreck my Disney career 
and maybe my whole acting ca¬ 
reer.” 

His fears came true in 1964, 
when the mother of a boy he was 
seeing discovered their affair and 
told Walt Disney about it. Kirk 
was summoned to a meeting with 
Disney, who fired him without 
giving him a chance to explain. No 
reason was ever given to the press 
for the young star’s dismissal, and 


in fact, the whole incident appears 
to have been hushed up. 

Rumors about Kirk, however, 
persisted at the studio. When he 
returned for six weeks in 1965 to 
film The Monkey's Uncle, a sequel 
to Merlin Jones, the experience was 
painful. “I was very uncomfort¬ 
able,” he said, “knowing that [my 
co-workers] were watching me 
closely.” 

Kirk went on to make a num¬ 
ber of forgettable beach party 
movies for other studios, as well as 
a few horror films, but by the end 
of the decade his movie career was 
essentially over. Around the same 
time, he developed a drug habit 
that left him financially ruined 
and nearly killed him. 

After several desperate years, 
Kirk managed to turn his life 
around and get off drugs. In the 
mid-1970s, he left show business al¬ 
together and started a carpet-clean¬ 
ing business in Los Angeles. “I’ve 
done it for 20 years and I live well,” 
he said in 1993. “I have a nice busi¬ 
ness, a nice pension, and friends.” 

More recently, Kirk has re¬ 
turned to occasional acting in 
small-budget, campy horror flicks 
like Attack of the 60-Foot Center¬ 
fold (1995) and Club Dead (2000). 
But with Disney’s latter-day gay¬ 
friendliness, who knows what the 
future holds for Kirk’s acting ca¬ 
reer? A new Merlin Jones movie 
may be just around the corner. ▼

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An early look at 
2003 mayoral race

A n interesting story in Sun¬ 
day’s San Francisco Chroni¬ 
cle about Mayor Willie 
Brown included the comment 
that he was getting on with the 
new Board of Supervisors “about 
as well as could be expected,” leav¬ 
ing it to the readers to interpret 
the statement as they may. If you 
were to ask any of the new supes - 
all of whom ran for office last year 
on an anti-Brown ticket - you 
would probably get about the 
same kind of answer. 

What I found more interesting 
in the Chron story about the 
mayor, however, was his candid 
assessment of the 2003 
mayoral race. Due to 
term limits, Brown can¬ 
not run for another term, 
so while there likely will 
be plenty of candi¬ 
dates attempting to 
succeed him, the 
mayor men¬ 
tioned the 
leading ones 
and his handi¬ 
capping of those candidates was, 
as is the custom of the mayor, 
frank, amusing, and to the point. 
Since the mayor got into the 
guessing game early, allow this 
column to do the same. 

Brown pretty much dismissed 
former Supervisor Angela Alioto 
as someone who always talks 
about running for mayor, but also 
as someone. unable to put togeth¬ 
er a winning candidacy. Brown 
quickly mentioned state Senator 
John Burton, who happens to be 
in his last term, as one who will 
“have a lot of IOUs to collectjf he 
runs,” and few would likely dis¬ 
agree. Indeed, Burton and the 
mayor are longtime friends and 
most feel that Brown would get 
behind a Burton candidacy in a 
minute, though the mayor is 
much too smart to say so this early 
in the game. True, Senator Burton 
is powerful - very powerful - par¬ 
ticularly among the political in¬ 
siders, but not exactly the most 
popular personality in the politi¬ 
cal world. In fact, in years of writ¬ 
ing about politics in this paper 
I’ve heard some pretty interesting 
stories about Burton’s personality 
(or lack of one) and of the politi¬ 
cal enemies he has made. Burton 
always runs well but that, in part, 
is because he has lacked a strong 
opponent in any of his races for 
office. 

Brown, in the Chron story, also 
said that former Mayor Art 
Agnos is “a good bet to try again” 
for the office he lost to Frank Jor¬ 
dan a few years back. Art Agnos? 

A good guy, and likely to run, but 
not likely to win, I’d say. Former 
Supervisor Barbara Kaufman? 
She reportedly is always telling 
people she wants to be mayor, but 
lacking really strong name identi¬ 
fication, and currently without an 
office/political platform to cam¬ 
paign from, she, too, is not con¬ 
sidered a good bet to reach Room 
200. In fact, I’d probably rate 
Kaufman’s chances a tad below 
those of Agnos. Supervisor Gavin 
Newsom? Again, I’m constantly 
told the wealthy, popular, young 
supervisor wants to be mayor, but 
the Democratic powers that be 
(read: Burton and company) are 
likely to redraw the 12th Assembly 
District in such a fashion as to 
make it easier for Newsom to re¬ 


place the soon-to-be-termed-out 
Kevin Shelley, thereby eliminat¬ 
ing a possible mayoral opponent 
for Burton. City Treasurer Susan 
Leal? Brown’s mention of her as a 
possible mayoral candidate sur¬ 
prises many. Leal is a good public 
servant, but not thought to be 
among the top candidates to suc¬ 
ceed Brown. Board of Supervisors 
President Tom Ammiano also 
was mentioned by the mayor as a 
likely candidate. 

Brown’s candid assessment of 
Clint Reilly as a mayoral candi¬ 
date was probably the most realis¬ 
tic. Brown: “Clint Reilly is certain¬ 
ly going to be in there, to run 
fourth again.” I agree with Brown 
on that one. I also agree 
that Supervisor Le- 
land Yee, as a promi¬ 
nent Chinese Ameri¬ 
can candidate, could 
well be a formidable 
candidate for mayor, 
assuming he isn’t elect¬ 
ed to the 12th Assem¬ 
bly District. 
(Yes, I fully 
understand 
that Yee and 
Newsom can’t both be elected to 
that seat.) 

The mayor, a political wizard if 
ever there was one, also said that 
Assemblywoman Carole 

Migden, like Shelley, serving her 
final Assembly term, due to term 
limits, could be a very credible 
candidate for mayor should she 
enter the race. Migden is one of 
the hardest working, most quali¬ 
fied public servants I know, and, 
yes, I think she would make an ex¬ 
ceptional mayor. One name that I 
notice Brown failed to mention 
(unintentionally, I’m sure) is Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Terence Hallinan. 
The controversial D.A. is report¬ 
edly telling anyone who will listen 
that he hopes to ride a successful 
prosecution of the tragic dog 
mauling case (assuming it be¬ 
comes a successful prosecution, 
that is-^remember Joe Freitas?) 
into a run for the mayor’s office in 
2003. Hell, Kayo did beat Bill 
Fazio by an impressive 1,700 vote 
“landslide” after four questionable 
years in office, didn’t he? Too early 
to start thinking about the 2003 
mayoral race, you say? Brown ap¬ 
parently doesn’t think so; neither 
do I. So, stay tuned - this one cer¬ 
tainly will be fun. 

Politics and people 

Speaking of upcoming elec¬ 
tions, the race for public defender 
is still over a year and a half away 
and many city voters last week al¬ 
ready received a slick, four-page 
campaign brochure from 
wannabe Public Defender Jeff 
Adachi. Never mind where the 
big bucks came from to pay for 
this expensive mailer, but note 
some of the names Adachi lists as 
endorsers: former Public Defend¬ 
er Jeff Brown (not that surpris¬ 
ing, I guess), City Attorney Louise 
Renne (this one surprises me), 
Supervisors Tom Ammiano and 
Matt Gonzalez, former D.A. Arlo 
Smith, and a host of prominent 
attorneys like John Keker, Nanci 
Clarence, Tony Serra, and 
Ephraim Margolin. However, the 
endorsement prompting the most 
political gossip calls over the 
weekend (I received at least half a 
dozen on this one) was the one 
from District 11 Supervisor Ger¬ 
ardo Sandoval - the Adachi piece 
ran Sandoval’s photo with this 


quote: “The voters are sick and 
tired of machine politics; they 
threw the bums out in the Super¬ 
visors’ race. They will do the same 
in the Public Defender’s race.” Say 
what? I don’t know Public De¬ 
fender Kimiko Burton that well, 
but I spent years working at the 
Hall of Justice while she was there 
as a deputy public defender and I 
saw her in court often. I can fur¬ 
ther tell you that nearly everyone 
-judges, prosecutors, and the like 
- considers Ms. Burton a talented 
lawyer, a worthy courtroom oppo¬ 
nent, and all saw her as a respect¬ 
ed young woman. As for San¬ 
doval, I don’t know the guy at all, 
but I do know this rookie politi¬ 
cian has got a lot to learn about 
San Francisco politics; calling 
John Burton’s daughter a “bum” is 
not smart. Not smart at all. 

Meanwhile, District 10 Super¬ 
visor Sophie Maxwell will be ap¬ 
pearing at the March 20 Gray Pan¬ 
thers meeting, 12:30-3 p.m., at the 
First Unitarian Church, 1187 
Geary, to discuss family health 
care, housing, low-cost prescrip¬ 
tion drugs, and other issues that 
primarily affect senior citizens, 
though all are welcome (567-5348 
for info). 

And you can put Supervisor 
Mark Leno’s name at the top of 
those likely to be running to suc¬ 
ceed Assemblywoman Carole 
Migden in the 13th Assembly Dis¬ 
trict; Leno is very definitely “con¬ 
sidering” the Assembly race in 
next year’s March primary. 

My last - absolutely final 
comments on the “stolen” Florida 
presidential election. Since 
George W. Bush and his sup¬ 
porters made so much of the news 
from the Miami Herald that Bush 
likely still won the Miami-Dade 
County election - by a pitiful 147 
votes - (“I’m delighted,” Bush 
said, when told a couple of weeks 
ago) maybe some enterprising re¬ 
porter will ask the president at his 
next press conference how he feels 
about the news this week from the 
Palm Beach Post that Al Gore 
would have gained 784 more votes 
in Palm Beach County than Bush 
if all the marks next to their 
names had been counted. But, the 
county canvassing board did not 
count the 5,736 ballots that the 
Post found had marks for Gore or 
Bush. Indeed, without those bal¬ 
lots, Gore still gained 174 votes in 
the county’s 10-day recount com¬ 
pleted November 26. However, the 
county missed a deadline to com¬ 
plete its recount and so those Gore 
gains did not count in Bush’s cer¬ 
tified 537-vote state victory. Over¬ 
all, the Palm Beach County vote 
was never even close; Gore easily 
won the county (not including the 
uncounted 5,736 votes) by a mar¬ 
gin of 270,233 to 153,278. Clearly, 
Gore legally won Florida - and the 
presidency. History will record 
that George W. Bush was chosen 
president by the U.S. Supreme 
Court, and not by the 
100,000,000-plus Americans who 
voted November 7. 

Senators John McCain (R- 
Arizona) and Russ Feingold (D- 
Wisconsin) brought their travel¬ 
ing campaign finance reform road 
show to San Francisco Monday, 
appearing to a sold-out noon 
crowd at the Commonwealth 
Club. And yes, McCain deserves a 
bit of the credit for the current 
Bush White House after more 
than a year of telling us that

Women’s Museum 
has a long way to go

N ot long ago, conservative 
commentators made a huge 
deal about the fact that stu¬ 
dents at leading universities per¬ 
formed poorly on a multiple-choice 
history quiz asking them (among 
other things) to identify the British 
general defeated at Yorktown (An¬ 
swer: Cornwallis). It’s amazing 
that in the 21st century “his¬ 
torical literacy” still signifies 
how much people know about 
white men. One type of his¬ 
torical illiteracy that infuriates 
me is continued public igno¬ 
rance about the many con 
tributions lesbians and 
gay men have made to 
society and culture. 

A few years _ 

back, I wrote a 

book about _ 

lesbian and 

gay historic sites, and in my trav¬ 
els I found that most history mu¬ 
seums scrupulously ignore the “L” 
and “G” words. Many, in fact, go 
out of their way to straighten up 
famous Americans. At the Emily 
Dickinson Homestead in Amherst, 
Massachusetts, some determined 
curator actually touched up a print 
of the only known photo of the 
poet so that she would look more 
traditionally “feminine.” Tour 
guides at the site steered clear of 
the intense relationship between 
Dickinson and her sister-in-law, 
Sue Gilbert, focusing instead on 
the poet’s male “suitors.” 

Things haven’t changed much 
since I finished that research in 
1997. Look at the Women’s Muse¬ 
um: An Institute for the Future, 
which opened in Dallas in late 
2000 with the aim of showcasing 
the history of women across five 
centuries. It fails to mention the 
lesbianism or bisexuality of any of 
the women in its exhibits, even 
those whose sexual history is well 
known, like anthropologist Mar¬ 
garet Mead and journalist 
Dorothy Thompson. The content 
director for the Women’s Museum 
told Salon.com that even the most 
carefully worded references to 
same-sex relationships were axed

from the exhibits for fear of alien¬ 
ating the Dallas community. 

It’s these distortions and lies by 
omission that have spurred les¬ 
bians and gay men to write their 
own history, and queer scholars 
like George Chauncey, Martin Du- 
berman, Lillian Faderman, and 
others have been doing that for 
several decades. At the same time, 
because people need a record of 
the physical past to make history 
more tangible, lesbian and gay 
archives have also sprung up 
across the country to act as 
caretakers of the documents 
and artifacts of the queer past. 
The next step from 
archives is public exhibits. 
In New York City in 1994, 
the 25th anniversary of 
the Stonewall riots, com¬ 
munity histo¬ 
rians put to- 
_ gether an ex¬ 
hibit about 
lesbian and gay life called “Be¬ 
coming Visible,” which opened at 
the New York Public Library, later 
toured other cities, and was adapt¬ 
ed into illustrated book form in 
2000. The exhibit was an absorb¬ 
ing tribute to lesbian and gay sur¬ 
vival and resistance in New York 
City. I found myself pointing at 
posters from the 1970s and saying, 
“I remember that!” For the first 
time, I could locate my own expe¬ 
riences as a lesbian-feminist in the 
pageant of American history. 

So I was happy to learn that a 
committee is raising money and 
drawing up plans for a splashy In¬ 
ternational Museum of Gay and 
Lesbian History, which will give 
permanency to the record of les¬ 
bian and gay lives. The museum 
began as an online collection of 
virtual exhibits (www.gaymuse- 
um.org) in 1996, and just last year 
launched a $30 million capital 
campaign to build a physical space. 
Around 2004, the committee ex¬ 
pects to select the museum’s host 
city (Los Angeles, New York, or San 
Francisco), and in 2010, it hopes to 
break ground for a building. 

The advisory board includes 
prominent academics and noted 
community historians, like Susan 
Stryker, co-author of Gay by the

Bay, a history of San Francisco. 
The proposed galleries maintain 
an admirable balance between the 
different experiences of men and 
women, white people and queers 
of color. And notably, the project 
includes a proposed expansion of 
the Web site exhibits for those un¬ 
able to travel to the actual muse¬ 
um because of distance or expense 
- an important consideration. 

Obviously, a grand interna¬ 
tional queer museum is an impor¬ 
tant idea. It’s vital to educate the 
public about how lesbians and gay 
men made history on Christopher 
and Castro Streets, forging a pow¬ 
erful civil rights movement from 
a small band of activists. 

Once it gets under way, 
though, the museum could make 
an even bigger contribution by 
going a step further and offering 
technical assistance to lesbian and 
gay activists around the country - 
not just in major cities - in plan¬ 
ning regional queer history ex¬ 
hibits. These exhibits might take 
place at local museums and li¬ 
braries, which could be ap¬ 
proached for space and support. 

Even better would be building 
a network of small queer muse¬ 
ums like the many one-room his¬ 
torical societies that dot the coun¬ 
try. As important as Stonewall is 
to our history, how we lived day to 
day in small cities like Pittsburgh 
or on the ranches of Montana or 
in the rural areas of Iowa is equal¬ 
ly important. ▼

R iding on the success of 
their recent “Stop Medical 
Apartheid” demonstration 
at Berkeley’s Bayer Corporation, 
local activists have set their sights 
on Bristol-Myers Squibb. BMS is 
one of the major players in the 
Pharmaceutical Manufacturers’ 
Association’s lawsuit against Nel¬ 
son Mandela and the South 
African government. At stake is 
whether South Africans will have 
access to d4T (Zerit), which the 
Indian company Cipla wants to 
sell for $40 annually per person 
versus the present BMS price of 
$ 1 , 000 . 

Marla Rusicka, of Global Ex¬ 
change, said activists will picket 
the BMS-sponsored gala recep¬ 
tion of the National AIDS Update 
Conference in San Francisco this 
Wednesday, March 21. “We will 
be asking conference attendees to 


boycott the event due to Bristol- 
Myers’ unconscionable behavior 
preventing South Africans from 
being able to take d4T.” 

Rusicka pointed out that BMS 
can easily afford not to enter the 
African market which only ac¬ 
counts for 1.3 percent of all 
pharmaceutical profits. “In 1999 
BMS’ profits were $4.2 billion, 
nearly the same as all U.S. airlines 
combined. BMS stockholders had 
a whopping 48 percent return on 
equity. Of 1999 revenues, BMS 
spent 24 percent on marketing 
and administration, 20 percent 
for stockholders, and only 9 per¬ 
cent on research and develop¬ 
ment. And much of that research 
is ‘market research.’” Rusicka was 
responding to pharmaceutical 
claims that they need to charge 
high prices to fund research. 
“Much of the research for BMS’ 
AIDS drugs was done by Yale 
University, the National Institutes 
of Health, and the Michigan Can¬ 


cer Foundation.” Indeed the NIH 
filed suit against BMS last De¬ 
cember to recoup $9 million in 
royalties. 

Yale University owns the 
patent on d4T and receives $40 
million annually in royalties from 
BMS. This arrangement has 
come under attack by Yale stu¬ 
dents and the inventor of d4T 
himself, Professor William Pru- 
soff. 

Prusoff, 80, who also receives 
BMS royalties, has said he would 
forgo them in Africa and join any 
student campaign to force down 
prices of drugs in the Third 
World. “I wish they [BMS] would 
either supply the drug for free or 
allow India and Brazil to produce 
it cheaply for underdeveloped 
countries. But the problem is the 
big drug houses are not altruistic 
organizations. Their only pur¬ 
pose is to make money.” 

Doctors Without Borders has 
officially asked Yale to step in and

force BMS to permit generic ver¬ 
sions of d4T. Yale graduate Mike 
Berkowitz, who is an aide to 
Berkeley Vice Mayor Maudelle 
Shirek, said he “will work dili¬ 
gently to contact alumni about 
this issue and put pressure on 
Yale’s administration. Yale must 
use its considerable influence to 
force Bristol-Myers to release ex¬ 
clusive rights in South Africa.” 

Survive AIDS member

T he practices of major phar¬ 
maceutical firms in Africa 
took a few more hits on 
Monday, March 12. 

The Red Cross, the Reverend 
Jesse Jackson, and the South 
African ambassador to the U.S. 
weighed into the fray. In London 
the International Red Cross re¬ 
leased a blistering statement. “The 
current system of allocating re¬ 
sources and development and of 
pricing life-saving drugs needs to 
change because it leaves out at 
least 30 million people who are 
dying from infectious diseases 
every year,” said Alvaro Bemejo, 
heatlh director of the internation¬ 
al disaster relief organization. 

Bemejo supported South 
African moves to produce or im¬ 
port cheap generic AIDS drugs 
and criticized present efforts. 
“What we are seeing today is a 
piecemeal approach between a 
number of governments and 
pharmaceutical companies bro¬ 
kered by UNAIDS. This is a first 
step, but not enough. It certainly 
should not be seen as a way for¬ 
ward.” 

In Washington, D.C., nearly 
500 people marched from the 
South African Embassy to the 
headquarters of the Pharmaceuti¬ 
cal Manufacturers’Association. 

At issue was the PMA lawsuit 
against Nelson Mandela and the 
South African government. The 
PMA lawsuit, filed in February 
1998, has forbidden South Africa 
from producing generic AIDS 
drugs or importing them at the 
world’s lowest price. That price is 
now $347 from an Indian compa¬ 
ny (ironically named Hetero) ver¬ 
sus the Glaxo/Bristol-Myers 
Squibb price of $11,000 annually 
per person. Since the inception of 
the lawsuit over 400,000 South 
Africans have died of AIDS. 

The demonstrators in Wash¬ 
ington were welcomed by South 
African Ambassador Sheila Sisulu. 
Other speakers represented 
Oxfam (the world’s largest hunger 
relief organization), Doctors 
Without Borders, ACT 
UP/Philadelphia, and the Gray 


for U.S. AIDS workers to examine 
their relationships with pharma¬ 
ceutical firms responsible for 
unimaginable death and suffer¬ 
ing in Africa. We hope they will 
boycott this event,” Lauro said. 

The picket begins at 5:30 p.m., 
Wednesday, March 21 at the War 
Memorial Building, 401 Van Ness 
Avenue in San Francisco. For

Panthers. 

In Chicago, Jackson hosted a 
press conference to call on the 
PMA to resolve the case. “They are 
in a very weak position to be ar¬ 
guing for their rights when people 
are dying. They give the impres¬ 
sion that they’re willing to sacri¬ 
fice lives to profit,” he said. 

Last week the International 
Chemical, Energy and Mine 
Workers Union (ICEM) restated 
its support for South Africa. “We 
believe that South Africa and 
other countries have the right to 
buy appropriate pharmaceuticals 
at prices they can afford,” the 
union said in a statement. ICEM 
represents 20 million workers 
worldwide in the pharmaceutical 
and chemical industries. 

Last week also saw Merck, the 
largest U.S. pharmaceutical firm, 
unilaterally drop the price of Crix- 
ivan by 90 percent for most devel¬ 
oping countries. Merck excluded 
Brazil by name from the offer as 
Brazil has raised the ire of drug 
companies. Brazil produces its 
own triple therapies and gives 
them free to all HIV-infected citi¬ 
zens. 

Senator Dianne Feinstein (D- 
California) also reissued her bill to 
prohibit trade sanctions against 
South Africa and provide $25 mil¬ 
lion in aid. “I truly believe that the 
AIDS crisis is worse than the 
bubonic plague. I truly believe 
that this crisis can wipe out sub- 
Saharan Africa as we know it 
today. It is mega in its impact on 
the world, and I have a very hard 
time reconciling the position of 
the pharmaceutical companies 
with what is happening today,” Fe¬ 
instein said. 

In a rather odd move, the 
World Health Organization re¬ 
leased a bold statement on the 
side of the South African govern¬ 
ment in the PMA lawsuit. The 
next day the WHO retracted the 
statement saying it couldn’t take 
sides in a legal dispute. 

In an effort to sort out all the 
information, Global Exchange 
and other groups will hold a 
teach-in on Thursday, March 29 at 
7:30 p.m., at Oakland’s Java 
House, 3306 Lakeshore Avenue.

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STD experts want doctors to ask 
patients about their sexual health

P hysicians need to be more 
aggressive in asking patients 
about their sexual health in 
the wake of outbreaks of syphilis 
among certain groups of gay and 
bisexual men in California, local 
health experts and activists say. 

While syphilis might seem 
minor to people who are HIV¬ 
positive or have AIDS, the disease 
poses a threat to them and to part¬ 
ners who are HIV-negative. 

Unsafe sex with a partner who 
has syphilis boosts the chance of 
both types of infection. 

A recent report from the Cen¬ 
ters for Disease Control and Pre¬ 
vention found that African Amer¬ 
icans face infection rates far high¬ 
er than those of other U.S. ethnic 
groups. In 1999, reported rates of 
primary and secondary syphilis 
were 30 times higher among 
African-Americans than among 
whites. 

These figures appeared despite 
a 10 percent decline in syphilis 
rates for African Americans from 
1998 to 1999, from 16.9 cases to 
15.2 cases per 100,000 people, 
CDC officials said. 

“The continued impact of 
syphilis on African Americans 


likely reflects the effects of pover¬ 
ty and lack of access to or use of 
quality health care services,” the 
report added. 

Calls by the Bay Area Reporter 
to the Black Coalition on AIDS in 
San Francisco requesting com¬ 
ments on the syphilis rates among 
men of color were not returned. 

San Francisco’s monthly STD 
report from the city’s Department 
of Public Health in lanuary re¬ 
ported seven cases of adult 
syphilis diagnosed in December 
2000, up from two in December 
1999. The city’s 2000 total was 157 
cases, versus 126 the previous year. 

Dr. Jeffrey Klausner, director of 
STD Prevention and Control Ser¬ 
vices at DPH, said responsibility 
for helping prevent or treat 
syphilis should be shared among 
patients, doctors, and health 
workers. 

Ask, ask, ask 

“Physicians can ask patients 
their sexual orientation, about 
their sexual practices, and where 
they meet their sexual partners,” 
Klausner told the B.A.R in a writ¬ 
ten statement. “We know that per¬ 
sons who have anonymous sexual 
partners and meet partners at sex 
clubs in San Francisco are among 
the highest risk for syphilis. We

have been seeing several cases a 
month come out of well-known 
sex clubs in San Francisco. 

“Health workers can educate 
the community about the impor¬ 
tance of ‘coming out’ to their 
provider and making sure they dis¬ 
cuss with their provider their sexu¬ 
al orientation and behavior. People 
should know that an important 
measure of a good doctor is one 
who asks a patient his or her sexu¬ 
al orientation, makes no assump¬ 
tions, is non-judgmental, and asks 
about their sexual behavior. 

“Doctors who do not ask are 
not following years of federal, 
state, and local recommendations, 
nor what is recommended in 
every medical school. I teach at 
UCSF School of Medicine that 
every medical visit should incor¬ 
porate some assessment of sexual 
health,” Klausner added. 

From Klausner’s point of view, 


“Syphilis increases in a communi¬ 
ty, any community, are markers of 
the failure of the public health sys¬ 
tem and prevention efforts. 
Syphilis is a preventable disease. 

“Syphilis increases are impor¬ 
tant markers of increases in unsafe 
sexual activity which could lead to 
increases in other STDs including 
HIV. Syphilis infection increases 
the viral load in persons with HIV 
infection and increases the risk of 
HIV transmission among those 
uninfected.” 

Patient efforts 

James Nguyen of the Stop 
AIDS Project points out that doc¬ 
tors often encounter patients who 
are unwilling to talk, or talk hon¬ 
estly, about their sexual behavior. 

For example, said Nguyen, the 
organization’s communications 
director, “often, Latino men find it 
hard to talk about their sexuality. 
If the patients are not comfortable 
talking with doctors honestly, 
[STDs] are hard to diagnose.” 

Stop AIDS conducted a cam¬ 
paign a couple of years ago specif¬ 
ically targeting Latino men. Many 
ethnic and other groups have sim¬ 
ilar cultural taboos against dis¬ 
cussing sexual issues. 

Overall, Nguyen said, his 
group looks at “how to have an 
open, honest dialogue with at-risk 
men.” The organization’s volun¬ 
teers talk with around 7,000 men 
a year in “open, frank discussions 
about sex.” 

The group’s new Web-based 
outreach program is a powerful 
way of educating people about 
STDs amid a growing population 
of men who find dates via the In¬ 


ternet, Nguyen said. It was started 
with a grant from DPH. 

A 1999 syphilis outbreak in 
San Francisco had been traced to 
men who dated after meeting via 
chat rooms online. 

Knockout chance 

Recent publicity provides an 
opportunity “to deal syphilis a 
knockout blow,” said Dan 
Wohlfeiler, a Bay Area public 
health specialist. “We’d like doc¬ 
tors to be on the lookout for 
syphilis symptoms - syphilis is 
often confused with herpes. If 
doctors are at all concerned about 
the possibility [of syphilis], they 
should be testing. Doctors are very 
busy but it doesn’t take very long.” 

Wohlfeiler is chief of the policy 
and communications unit at the 
STD Control Branch of the Cali¬ 
fornia Department of Health Ser¬ 
vices. 

Recent outbreaks in Los Ange¬ 
les attracted “a ton of media at¬ 
tention,” he said. “It’s ironic that it 
got so much attention, maybe be¬ 
cause it’s new there.” 

He said the disease appears in 
cycles, mostly in the southeastern 
United States where there’s often 
a combination of poverty and 
poor public health. 

“It’s an entrenched epidemic in 
the southeast,” he added. 

Often syphilis occurs in popu¬ 
lations that are hard to reach, 
which can lead to increased infec¬ 
tion rates. The Southern Califor¬ 
nia outbreak put syphilis back on

Syphilis

T he following behavioral 
recommendations and 
symptoms list for 
syphilis is from Dr. Jeffrey 
Klausner, director, STD Pre¬ 
vention and Control Ser¬ 
vices, San Francisco Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health. 

“To reduce their risk, per¬ 
sons should not only use con¬ 
doms regularly, but should 
get regular STD checkups. We 
recommend that sexually ac¬ 
tive gay men with new part¬ 
ners get checkups at least 
twice a year. Physicians 
should create reminder sys¬ 
tems for themselves to assure 
that their patients get 
screened for STDs regularly, 
but the responsibility is not 
only among doctors. 

“Key symptoms include 
penile or vaginal ulcers, 
swollen glands, and a body 
rash that often extends to the 
hands and soles of the feet. 

“Persons should know 
that often these symptoms go 
away with no treatment, but 
that the syphilis germ persists 
in the body. Syphilis is easily 
diagnosed with a simple 
blood test and easily treated 
with antibiotics. It is curable 
but only if diagnosed.” T

Rodham Clinton, Danny from 
MTV’s Real World, actor John 
Dye, Survivor winner Richard 
Hatch, civil rights leader Jesse 
Jackson, the dragapella off-Broad- 
way bound performers the Kinsey 
Sicks, newspaper columnist Liz 
Smith, actress Sharon Stone, 
writer Amy Tan, actress Elizabeth 
Taylor, and San Francisco film 
critic Jan Wahl. 

Organization nominees for 
grand marshal are local groups 
Afro-Solo, the Black Brothers Es¬ 
teem program of the San Francis¬ 
co AIDS Foundation, Breast Can¬ 
cer Action, Cheer San Francisco, 
the GLBT Historical Society of 
Northern California, the Harvey 
Milk Institute, Larkin Street 
Youth, Luna Sea, Lyon-Martin 
Women’s Health Services, Laven¬ 
der Youth Recreation and Infor¬ 
mation Center, Project Open 
Hand, Positive Resource Center, 
Raising Colors, the Sisters of Per¬ 
petual Indulgence, and Tenderloin 
Tessie’s Holiday Dinners. 

Although all three categories of 
nominees represent people of 
achievement, it is the category for 
individuals that is often closest to 
our hearts, since individual nomi¬ 
nees mostly are local or tied to San 
Francisco and allow us to put an 
accessible face on our community. 

This year’s nominees in the in¬ 
dividual category are: 

Faisal Alam 

It’s not often one hears about 
LGBT Muslims, but thanks to peo¬ 
ple like Faisal Alam, identifying 
and giving support to queer peo¬ 
ple of the Islam faith has become 
nothing short of a movement. 

Alam was 20 years old in 1998 
when he organized the first Inter¬ 
national Retreat for GLBT Mus¬ 
lims and then founded Al-Fatiha, 
an international organization 
dedicated to LGBTQ Muslims and 
their friends based out of Wash¬ 
ington, D.C. The nonprofit now 
has seven chapters in three coun¬ 
tries and involves the participa¬ 
tion of hundreds of people. 

Alam is the youngest member of 
the National Religious Leadership 
Roundtable, was an active youth 
participant at the United States 
Conference on AIDS, and has been 
a featured speaker at many LGBT 
events, including the Millennium 
March on Washington. 

“I’m honored to have been 
nominated,” said Alam. “Creating 
visibility is the key to breaking 
down the oppressions and ostra- 
cization that our communities 
face. I’m honored to represent var¬ 
ious communities that have helped 
shape the workjhat I do today.” 

Patrick Califia-Rice 

For a long time, Patrick Califia- 
Rice has challenged not just main¬ 
stream America but the entire 
queer world to reevaluate its gen¬ 


der and sexual politics. The San 
Francisco trans man, gay father, 
renowned leather author, and vi¬ 
sionary writer has deep roots in 
the LGBT community, from his 
groundbreaking fiction like Doing 
it for Daddy and Macho Sluts when 
he was known as Pat Califia, to his 
early AIDS advocacy, to his recent 
public transition from female to 
male and subsequent columns 
about his unique family life. 

“It’s an encouraging sign that 
transgender issues are taken seri¬ 
ously as part of the queer agenda,” 
said Califia-Rice of the number of 
trans-identified grand marshal 
nominees, adding that he was “very 
surprised” by his own nomination. 

“With writing comes an ac¬ 
tivist component that is often not 
recognized,” he said. “I feel very 
honored.” 

Duane Cramer 

AIDS activist and photograph¬ 
er Duane Cramer seems to bring 
commitment to new levels. The 
San Francisco resident and Names 
Project board member recently 
took a social service leave of ab¬ 
sence from his job at Xerox in 
order to work with the AIDS 
memorial quilt and to give HIV 
education to communities of 
color. The African American HIV¬ 
positive activist has met with 
school teachers and officials across 
the United States to discuss HIV 
prevention, has delivered HIV 
prevention lessons to high school 
students nationwide, and last year 
served on the board of the Millen¬ 
nium March on Washington. 

As an artist, Cramer’s photos 
have been published locally and 
internationally and run the gamut 
from photojournalism to fashion, 
capturing the faces of gays and 
lesbians, people of color, and peo¬ 
ple affected by HIV/AIDS. 

Veronika Cauley 

She made history in 1997 as 
San Francisco’s (and perhaps the 
country’s) first openly transgen¬ 
der city commissioner, and still 
sits in one of the women’s seats of 
the Veterans Affairs Commission. 
But Veronika Cauley hasn’t re¬ 
mained silent in her achievement, 
rather, she has used her visibility 
to propel transgender rights into 
the forefront. 

“This is the year of the trans¬ 
gender,” said Cauley of her nomi¬ 
nation. “I am absolutely thrilled 
that five of us are up for grand 
marshal, and I’m excited to be in 
such good company.” 

Cauley has most recently been 
working with the San Francisco 
Sheriff’s Department to move 
transgendered people from the jail 
in San Bruno to the city, where she 
conducts esteem building and 
outreach with them and has paved 
the way for other transgenders to 
do so as well. Her agency, the 
Transgender AIDS Advocacy Ad¬ 
vancement Peer Project, is about 
to become incorporated as a non¬ 
profit, and with that she hopes to 
empower trans people with an or¬ 
ganization just for them. 


Chili D (Diane Felix) 

At any dyke social event worth 
attending, she’s been there, spin¬ 
ning Salsa and Meringue beats as 
DJ Chili D at parties such as Chula 
and Backstreet. When it comes to 
queer Latin events, there’s no 
dance floor without her; she is 
after all the founder of the longest 
running Latin dance club, Colors. 

Yet in Chili D’s other life as 
Diane Felix, she is just as influen¬ 
tial; co-founding San Francisco’s 
first gay Latino/a organization in 
1975, and later founding and di¬ 
recting Proyecto Contra Sida, the 
cutting edge AIDS outreach orga¬ 
nization providing information 
and services to Spanish-speaking 
communities. 

Felix just recently stepped 
down as executive director of 
Proyecto Contra Sida, but her 
AIDS activism will continue, both 
on and off the dance floor (it’s not 
rare for her to donate her spinning 
services to charitable parties). 

“I am honored to represent 
our communities,” said Felix of 
her nomination, “especially queer 
Chicana Latinas.” 

Russell Davies 

He was the first person to pre¬ 
sent the radical notion that per¬ 
haps not all gay characters on tele¬ 
vision need to be portrayed in an 
ultra-positive light, for it is the 
mark of progress that allows 
LGBT representations to be com¬ 
plex rather than bland. 

Whatever one thinks of taking 
a teenager home to bed, the 
British launch of Queer as Folk, 
which featured the deflowering of 
young Nathan to the much older 
Stuart, was a smash, and we all 
have Russell Davies to thank for it. 

Born in South Wales in 1963, 
Davies became a full-time writer 
in 1994, sneaking all sorts of gay 
innuendoes into prime time 
shows until he was given the op¬ 
portunity to make these plots cen¬ 
ter stage. While the American ver¬ 
sion of QAF cannot hold a candle 
to the original, the show at the 
very least is one that allows queers 
to have relationships, and that, in 
this day and age, is still priceless. 

Felicia Elizondo 

She caused quite a stir when 
she appeared in the groundbreak¬ 
ing “HIV Stops With Me” adver¬ 
tising campaign that aired last 
year, an effort aimed at preventing 
HIV infection in the Bay Area’s 
GBT communities. 

Felicia Elizondo, a male-to-fe- 
male transsexual who learned she 
was HIV-positive in 1987, bravely 
loaned her face and body to the 
campaign as a way to personalize 
the virus, declare her commit¬ 
ment to keep her partners safe, 
and help to end the spread of 
AIDS. The commercial has since 
been nominated for a GLAAD ad¬ 
vertising award. 

Elizondo’s commitment to HIV 
activism doesn’t end with show 
business however; she is the activi¬ 
ties and events coordinator for 
Shanti, a San Francisco HIV/AIDS 
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service organization where she has 
worked for over three years. She has 
made 68 panels of the AIDS memo¬ 
rial quilt to honor the lives of all the 
otherwise forgotten people that she 
met while working at Project Open 
Hand. She has raised funds for var¬ 
ious HIV/AIDS organizations, and 
volunteered for the Folsom and 
Castro Street fairs. Last year, Shanti 
honored her at its 25 year anniver¬ 
sary with the “Testimony of Spirit” 
award recognizing her contribu¬ 
tions to the community. 

“I’m a caregiver,” said Elizondo. 
“I don’t have money but I can give a 
lot of time to help people in need.” 

Linda Evans 

When activism was activism, it 
was a loud revolution demanding 
justice for all people, a broad coali¬ 
tion of voices that included queers 
and other minorities united 
against human rights violations, 
and a series of inter-related move¬ 
ments that at their heart held a few 
key people, including San Francis¬ 
co resident Linda Evans. 

Despite our “land of the free” 
mantra, it remains a dangerous 
thing to challenge the United 
States government, and Evans was 
arrested in 1985 under federal 
conspiracy charges for her civil 
disobedience, militant actions 
against government property, and 
the help she gave to a fugitive 
friend. She was sentenced to over 
40 years in prison and spent the 
last several years at the federal cor¬ 
rectional facility in Dublin. Presi¬ 
dent Bill Clinton commuted her 
sentence in January, and she was 
freed after serving 15 years. 

Never one to remain silent, 
Evans founded an AIDS peer ed¬ 
ucation program inside prison 
and began work toward a gradu¬ 
ate degree in global economics. 
She has already been spotted at 


several Bay Area civil rights events 
this year, working for justice on 
behalf of other political prisoners. 

“I am honored and thrilled at 
the nomination. This will be the 
very first Pride march I’ve ever 
been able to attend because I was 
locked up in prison or under¬ 
ground for the last 20 years,” said 
Evans. “It will be a wonderful way 
to celebrate my freedom and to re¬ 
member all the lesbian, gay, bisex¬ 
ual, and transgender prisoners 
who can’t celebrate with us.” 

Christian de la Huerta 

Every LGBT lifestyle needs its 
role models, but the queer spiritu¬ 
al world too often tends to root it¬ 
self in one religion over another. 
Christian de la Huerta, the 
founder of the San Francisco- 
based international group Q-Spir- 
it and the author of the much-ac¬ 
claimed Coming Out Spiritually , 
sees it differently, and focuses on 
getting LGBT people to recognize 
and reclaim their spiritual value. 

De la Huerta is a passionate be¬ 
liever that gays and lesbians are 
among those chosen as catalysts 
for today’s society, and that LGBT 
people are the crux of all spiritual 
movements, and he has been say¬ 
ing so for quite some time. His 
weekly radio program SpiritWave 
has allowed gays to deal with 
everyday issues like sex, money, 
and politics from a spiritual stand¬ 
point, thereby offering a spiritual 
world without judgment to the 
very people who need it most. 

Cleve Jones 

By now many of us have come 
to take it for granted that the 
largest quilt in the world exists to 
remember all the people lost to 
AIDS. But the process of creating, 
developing, organizing, sewing, 
publicizing, directing, and contin¬ 


uing the quilt originally came 
from one man: Cleve Jones. It was 
during the Harvey Milk memori¬ 
al march in 1985 when Jones 
asked participants to write down 
the names of loved ones who died 
of AIDS and post them on the side 
of San Francisco’s federal build¬ 
ing. Suddenly, and unwittingly, 
Jones realized he was staring at 
panels of a quilt, and he imagined 
them spread out along the Na¬ 
tional Mall. There are now 49 
chapters of the Names Project 
throughout the United States, and 
the quilt keeps growing. 

Mark Leno 

One of the few incumbents re¬ 
elected to the Board of Supervi¬ 
sors last December, Mark Leno’s 
recent accomplishments are nu¬ 
merous and varied, from the cre¬ 
ation of a medical marijuana 
identification card for people with 
HIV/AIDS and other debilitating 
illnesses, to the funding for a 
queer youth shelter, to the estab¬ 
lishment of a transgender rights 
task force to ensure implementa¬ 
tion of nondiscrimination laws. 

A 24-year resident of San Fran¬ 
cisco, his community involvement 
has included serving on the advi¬ 
sory boards of the San Francisco 
Foundation and Horizons Foun¬ 
dation; serving as an organizer for 
the Small Business Forum; leading 
the fight against Proposition 22, 
the Knight initiative; fundraising 
for the LGBT Community Center; 
and challenging the homophobic 
blood donation ban. 

One of two openly gay super¬ 
visors on the current board, Leno 
currently chairs the Finance Com¬ 
mittee, which oversees the city 
budget. He is pleased to be a part 
of the sampling of LGBT leaders 
up for grand marshal. 
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China removes homosexuality 
from list of mental illnesses

F ifty to 100 million gay peo¬ 
ple in China - give or take - 
just got a bit of a reprieve. 
Trouble is, most of them prob¬ 
ably don’t know.it, and the vast 
majority likely would deny the 
label anyway. 

The Chinese Psychiatric Asso¬ 
ciation has just announced that it 
is removing homosexuality from 
its list of mental illnesses. The 
move follows years of quiet efforts 
in a country whose politics and 
culture tend to be strongly homo- 
phobic. It also reflects relatively 
open scientific collaboration and 
encouragement from foreign or¬ 
ganizations such as the American 
Psychiatric Association, which 
“demedicalized” most forms of 
homosexuality in its disorders list 
in 1973. 

It took the United States quite 
a while to reach that degree of 
professional tolerance. The World 
Health Organization removed ho¬ 
mosexuality from its disorders list 
in 1993; japan followed suit in 
1995, according to a March 8 As¬ 


sociated Press report. 

China’s health ministry esti¬ 
mates the gay male population 
alone at 30 to 40 million, and 
those figures are likely low. 

Despite the report’s appear¬ 
ance in major U.S. media, it has 
been little remarked. Its appear¬ 
ance in the heavily government- 
controlled Chinese print media 
would indicate at least acquies¬ 
cence by high officials in the Com¬ 
munist Party. 

Media quiet 

Locally, there’s been scant cov¬ 
erage in the Chinese media. The 
editor of a major Chinese news¬ 
paper, Sing Tao Daily, said they 
had heard nothing. At KPST, a 
Chinese television station in San 
Francisco, news director Cathy 
Chiang Williams said she had not 
heard 4he report but would plan 
to do a segment on it. 

Experts in the U.S. praised the 
move but also said the revised 
view should be put into a Chinese 
political and cultural context. 

For one thing, the notion of 
gay - much less queer - identity in 
China is only beginning to come 


to the surface. China has a rich lit¬ 
erary tradition depicting homo¬ 
sexual activity, but, as in many 
cultures, it’s not something wide¬ 
ly talked about. 

“Being gay is a non-issue for 
most Chinese people ... as long as 
your son or daughter isn’t,” said 
researcher and gay-affirmation 
advocate Eryan Lin, who has 
pressed for revision through low- 
key activism and publication at 
the Washington, D.C.-area Chi¬ 
nese Society for the Study of Sex¬ 
ual Minorities (www.csssm.org). 

Nonetheless, Lin added, “CPA’s 
demedicalization announcement 
is a big deal. It’s pretty big news. 

“The gay population poses no 
political threat, and its influence is 
very limited,” said Lin. “The gay 
community in China is very quiet 
in its demands: if they come out, 
they don’t want to.be fired, they 
don’t want to be kicked out of 
university. 

“If you look at the Chinese gay 
request for human rights, these 
are basic living rights only: food, 
housing, etc. These are the same as 
with most people and they’re par¬ 
allel and consistent with human 
rights as defined by the govern¬ 
ment and mainstream people.” 

Gay awareness? 

But given broad societal pres¬ 
sures, it’s extremely difficult for 
most Chinese to come out as gay. 
The very notion of a gay identity 
is problematic, said Wenqing 
Kang, a doctoral student in histo¬ 
ry at the University of California, 
Santa Cruz. 

Before the 19th and 20th cen¬ 
turies, said Kang, who researches 
sex and gender in China, there was 
little notion of “homosexuality.” 


“The classification comes mostly 
from modern and Western sci¬ 
ence,” he said. “There were men 
who ( hao nan se - were - fond of 
sex with men - but in the pre¬ 
modern period, pretty much all 
guys got married. To be a filial son 
makes you marry. You have to be a 
father, have a son. Sex with other 
men was okay as long as you met 
that obligation. Chinese people 
didn’t identify themselves in sex¬ 
ual terms.” 

Deep cultural values like fami¬ 
ly continuity change slowly in 
China. Even under Mao’s author¬ 
itarian reforms, many values were 
just suppressed or shelved as pol¬ 
itics required. Marriage pressures 
continued under Mao, Kang said, 
because usually to get a apartment 
you needed to marry. 

Isolation and harassment 

For closeted gays in China, life 
has been and is often lonely and 
isolated. “When gay people in 
China go outside, they don’t say 
‘We are gay,’” said Liang Jing, a 
South Bay resident from China 
who is a pre-op transgender. “So¬ 
ciety doesn’t recognize their exis¬ 
tence.” 

Today, Western observers, in¬ 
cluding those of Chinese origin, 
point to a modestly flourishing 
gay “scene” - bars, couples living 
together - in major Chinese cities 
as evidence of broader acceptance. 
The Internet’s gay chat rooms and 
Web sites are cited as evidence of 
change. 

But, especially in rural areas, 
there is little parole from the clos¬ 
et. 

There is enormous pressure to 
conform and a huge threat of stig¬ 
ma when outed. 


Dr. Edward Lee is a psychiatry 
resident and gay man of Chinese 
origin who lives in the Bay Area. 
“People are telling me things in 
China are not so supportive as 
some westerners might think. 
Looking from a Chinese back¬ 
ground, from culture and family, 
those [new] standards are not 
going to change things soon. They 
won’t necessarily affect cultural 
values, especially.” 

Lee agrees that CPA’s stance is 
positive. “You can see that if a gay 
person is dealing with depression 
or anxiety which may be unrelat¬ 
ed to their sexual orientation, they 
may now be more willing to go for 
help. Now they can go to a clini¬ 
cian and not have it assumed that 
all those problems stem from their 
homosexuality.” 

Police and prejudice 

Especially under Communist 
rule, China has considered homo¬ 
sexual desire as a social evil, and 
people seeking medical help often 
have faced the “solution” of shock 
therapy. 

San Francisco immigration at¬ 
torney Steve Baughman sees the 
CPA decision as “a moderate leap 
forward, something all people 
With social consciences should be 
happy about. 

“But,” added Baughman, who 
speaks fluent Chinese, “I wouldn’t 
overstate the report’s effect in the 
trenches, in the paichuso [local 
police stations]. People carry their 
prejudices into the "workplace. 
Look, day to day, gays in China 
take a calculated risk. You wanna 
be open, if you go to a cafe on the 
Bund [Shanghai’s Embarcadero], 
you’re probably okay for now. The 
problem is when the political 
winds change. The party still runs 
the show. The court system is to¬ 
tally bankrupt, there’s no redress 
against homophobic powerhold- 
ers.” 

On the question of political 
asylum for gay Chinese, Baugh¬ 
man said the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service tends in 
San Francisco to be favorably dis¬ 
posed. “Undoubtedly there are of¬ 
ficers around the country who will 
use the CPA stance as a hook to 
hang a rejection hat on. I think 
San Francisco asylum officers 
know better than to make a big 
deal about if.” 

Medicine and politics 

The politics of medicine con¬ 
cerns Scott Long, the New York- 
based programs director for the 
International Gay and Lesbian 
Human Rights Commission. 

“The effect [of demedicaliza¬ 
tion] depends on how likely peo¬ 
ple are to run into psychiatric is¬ 
sues,” said Long. “Everywhere 
there’s a huge potential for repres¬ 
sion in psychiatry and psychology. 
They’re normative; they help peo¬ 
ple adjust to social norms. In 
China, the CPA has voluntarily 
deprived itself of a weapon that 
up to now has been used to re¬ 
model people by the state.” 

The state role in the CPA an¬ 
nouncement is being debated. Lin 
sees the group as relatively au¬ 
tonomous, but Kang stresses the 
ties between academia and the 
party-state in Beijing. He sees the 
timing as important: “China’s 
joining the World Trade Organi¬ 
zation, and bidding for the 
Olympics. Beijing is trying to 
bring things up to international 
standards.” ▼

“Mama” Sandy Reinhardt 

If there’s a fundraiser or AIDS 
benefit happening within the 
leather community, you can bet 
that Mama Reinhardt is behind it. 
Reinhardt has long been active 
with the AIDS Emergency Fund, 
and was instrumental in raising 
$24,000 for AEF’s Breast Cancer 
Emergency Fund, which will soon 
be providing grants to women 
with the debilitating illness. Rein¬ 
hardt also is in charge of San Fran¬ 
cisco’s Leather Walk, an annual 
benefit for people with HIV/AIDS. 

“It’s very exciting,” said Rein¬ 
hardt of her nomination. “I’m 
overwhelmed.” 

Dana Rivers 

There aren’t a lot of people 
who have the courage to sacrifice 
the privacy of their pain in order 
to make things better for others. 
But when Dana Rivers, an award¬ 
winning teacher in Antelope, Cal¬ 
ifornia, was fired for transitioning 
from male to female on the job, 
she took her case to activist circles 
and attached her face to the fight 
for the rights of all transgenders.

O n Tuesday, March 6 , voters 
in West Hollywood rejected 
a ballot measure that would 
have required bars and other busi¬ 
nesses to make free condoms 
available to their clientele; the vote 
failed by a 3-2 margin. 

Measure A would have re¬ 
quired businesses that make 


nounced to the school board that 
she would be returning to Center 
High School as a woman. At first 
she was supported, but when a 
parent complained, the board 
voted to dismiss her. She sued, and 
the case was settled out of court. 

“I’m grateful to the sons of 
bitches that fired me,” she once 
told the media. “What happened 
to me is a microcosm of what 
happens to transgendered people 
every day around the world.” 

Rivers helped to educate the 
naive public about the difference be¬ 
tween gender and sexuality with ap¬ 
pearances on 20/20 and Good Morn¬ 
ing America. She has also spoken at 
numerous events and has fought for 
gender-inclusive non-discrimina¬ 
tion legislation at the local and na¬ 
tional levels. Rivers was recently 
named to the board of the Gay, Les¬ 
bian, Straight Education Network. 

Theresa Sparks 

Last month she became the 
third openly transgendered city 
commissioner, and the first ever to 
sit on San Francisco’s Human 
Rights Commission. 

Theresa Sparks is a trans 
woman, a member of the Trans¬ 
gender Civil Rights Implementa¬ 
tion Task Force, and a founding 
member of the Transgender Polit¬ 
ical Caucus, and an advocate for 
not only transgender rights but 
for queer economic empower¬ 
ment and progressive issues that 
deal with race and class. ▼

Lesbian boxer

A few blocks from the Fruit- 
vale BART station, across 
the railroad tracks that 
twist through Oakland, in a small 
garage on a tiny street, King’s Gym 
hosts half a dozen boxers of vari¬ 
ous sizes and races. 

Around them, filling every wall 
are photos and posters of boxers 
both famous and obscure, glisten¬ 
ing sweat, robed or shirtless, a col¬ 
orful collage monument to a rare 
sport. 

Mixed in between the de la 
Hoyas, Camachos and Mancinis 
are posters, photos, and news ar¬ 
ticles featuring Gina “Boom 
Boom” Guidi, who trains here. 

One of few women there, 
Guidi also happens to be the only 
currently competing out of the 
closet athlete in the sport. 


Although the gym may daunt 
the untrained, Guidi is welcomed 
and welcomes others, including 
the gym’s owner, Charles King, as 
we sit and talk in the weight train¬ 
ing area. Behind us, a buzzer rings 
off three-minute rounds for who¬ 
ever is shadow-boxing. Ever-pre¬ 
sent is the thumpa-thumpa- 
thumpa of a punching bag. 

Punk punches 

“I got involved in boxing 
through the Police Athletic 
League,” Guidi said of her Bay 
Area roots in the sport. “It used to 
be down at 14th and Mission at 
the Armory.” 

When Guidi and her brother, 
Mark, heard of a free karate pro¬ 
gram for kids under 17, the street- 
tough youths were eager to join. 
But upon witnessing the formali¬ 
ty of classroom formality, “We 
knew this was not for us.” 


Elsewhere in the Armory, they 
heard the rhythmic sound of 
punching bags, where they met 
Rio Rosa - still Guidi’s current 
trainer - and Angel Rodriquez, 
one of the Bay Area’s first women 
boxers, and a world champion at 
the time. 

“They were all jumping rope to 
music that we liked,” Guidi said. 
“We asked if it was free too, and 
they said yeah, so we joined.” They 
had found their second home. 

“We were looking for some¬ 
thing to be a part of,” she said. “We 
were tired of running around, 
smoking, cutting classes, just 
being lazy punks. Boxing was an 
avenue that worked for me.” 

While some lesbian or gay 
youth take up combat sports out 
of self-defense, for Guidi, it was 
simply fate. “It happened because 
it was supposed to, and at the 
right time.” 

With a dearth of female 
opponents, the young 
Guidi mostly sparred 
with boys, occasionally 
picking up a few hundred 
dollars fighting in “smok¬ 
ers.” 

Guidi explains: “People 
come into smoky bars 
and clock each other. 

This lady would bring 
me in there and I’d 
just knock women 
out. They were 
leather-clad, Harley-Davidson- 
driving legends in their own 
mind, so to speak. 

“I had such a Clark Kent look, 
I wore glasses and would take 
them off as I went in. They would 
take a look at me, and go, ‘Her??’ 
then belly up to the bar, start 
slammin’ screwdrivers or whatev¬ 
er, then get in the ring with me 
and ‘boom.’” Guidi fought in 
smokers for about a year, until it 
became more difficult to find 
clubs open to such bouts. 

Still under 21, she found bout 
opportunities rare, but managed 
to score a dozen knockout ama¬ 
teur victories. As an amateur, she 
won the 1995 USA Box Offs in 
California in addition to a Gold¬ 
en Gloves Championship, and 
held a total amateur record of 12- 
0 9 KOs. “I mostly stayed in the 
gym. When the Armory closed 
down, I moved over to Shields & 
Pittman, then to King’s Gym, 
where I’ve been ever since. 

“You couldn’t advance back 
then. You couldn’t have a national 
competition for women. That did¬ 
n’t start until two years ago. So, I 
figured, ‘What the hell? I might as 
well turn pro.’” 

At age 35, she did just that, and 
currently boasts a 15-1-1 record. 
She won the North American 
Super welterweight title in Sep¬ 
tember 1995 against Leah 
Mellinger of Lancaster, Pennsylva¬ 
nia. In 1997 Guidi won the Junior 
Middleweight title against Do.a 
Webber in a match televised from 
Biloxi, Mississippi, by ESPN. 
Guidi remains the IFBA female 
Junior Middleweight champion of 
the world. Her next bout, March 
25, will be with Kelly Whaley. 

Bam bam 

Boxing is the stuff of myth, leg¬ 
end, and brutal reality. 

“A lot of other women turned 
pro and probably shouldn’t be¬ 
cause they didn’t have any experi¬ 
ence at all,” Guidi said. “It’s hard 
work, and people can get hurt. I’ve 
been fortunate in my career not to 
have seen too many people get se¬ 
riously injured. Actually, I’ve seen 


more people injured after they 
quit boxing; drugs, car accidents, 
all kinds of ugly things that hap¬ 
pen to unfortunate people.” 

Are too many boxers deluded 
into thinking they can “make it 
big”? 

“There’s a huge misconception 
in society that leads people to be¬ 
lieve that you can become a 
world-class fighter, 
that you’re gonna be 
a millionaire, be¬ 
cause of what they see on 
television. The truth of the 
matter is there are very few 
people that ever make it any¬ 
where close to that level. 
“Obviously man¬ 
agers and trainers 
aren’t going to share 
that information. 
They want you to box. 
They want to see how far they can 
take you. Every trainer has the 
dream of a champion that’s gonna 
fall into their lap. ‘I’m gonna raise 
you, and we’re gonna make it to¬ 
gether.’ The whole time - 15 years 
- that I’ve been coming to this 
gym, there were maybe three guys 
that have a chance at true stardom 
in the sport. The reality is, you get 
in the ring, you get hit, and you 
know if you can’t deal with that, 
you go the other way.” 

So what keeps her going back 
into the ring? 

“It is not fun,” she admitted. “I 
will not lie to you. But I do love to 
get out a good combination. After 
all that hard work, you get in there 
and, ‘Bam! Bam! Bam!’ It’s all 
going the way you want, and you 
look over at your corner and they 
shout,‘You did it!’ 

“I also like the training, the ex¬ 
tended family that boxing gives 
me. The people are very caring 
and warm. For the most part they 
accept you for who you are. They 
don’t want anything from you. 
That’s a beautiful thing.” 

Out in a bout 

Does Guidi feel a sense of re¬ 
sponsibility or pride in being the 
only out lesbian in the sport? 

“I think it’s very important 
how I represent myself in both 
communities,” she said. “I try to 
stay on top of it. I don’t always 
hold myself together as nicely as 
I’d like to in a cute little package, 
but I have learned how to deal 
with things on a more mature 
level, not on a boxer’s level. You 
can’t manhandle everything that 
makes you uncomfortable. You 
can’t say, ‘Put the gloves on’ for 
something the press may say 
about you.” 

' Despite a number of gay ath¬ 
letes saying how they’ve improved 
after coming out, Guidi sees more 
closeting in her sport. 

“I’ve never been closeted,” she 
said. “I just don’t think it’s neces¬ 
sary. There are so many lesbian 
boxers, and they’re all in the clos¬ 
et. It’s sad. 

“There’s also the management 


aspect. Some of these people are 
being handled by people who say, 
‘Don’t do it. You’ll miss out on en¬ 
dorsements.’ But being Italian, 
and always being out there about 
my sexuality, I can’t imagine why 
someone would want to do that.” 

Both Guidi and her (straight) 
brother Mark went on to win 
medals in the first Gay Games in 
San Francisco in 1982. “It was a 
blast.” 

Why hasn’t boxing been in¬ 
cluded in recent or future Gay 
Games? 

“We trained for the next one,” 
Guidi said. “It came up, and we 
went to the board meeting and 
they said it was no longer a com¬ 
petitive sport in the gay commu¬ 
nity. We said, ‘You haven’t been to 
the bars lately.’ They didn’t think 
that was very funny, but we tried 
to petition, but they said there 
wasn’t enough interest. I think 
they would be seriously wrong 
now. Boxing is huge, especially 
with women. The guys would 
come back, and it would be easy to 
get teams.” 

Some critics charge that prob¬ 
lems of blood-related contagion 
are among the unspoken deter¬ 
rents, but Guidi is quick to re¬ 
spond. 

“With professional boxing, you 
have to take HIV and hepatitis B 
blood tests. I don’t know why that 
would be a problem.” 

Brass in pocket 

In such a small but growing 
athletic area, arranging a fight re¬ 
quires some basics. 

“I get on the phone or the In¬ 
ternet and go through a list of the 
top 10 women and see if they’ll 
fight me,” Guidi explained. “Kelly 
Whaley is the only woman who 
will fight me without a title being 
fought. A title fight pays better. 
You’re fighting for a trophy.” 

What does she hope to do with 
the next bout in Hayward against 
Whaley? 

“I look at this fight as a warm¬ 
up. Kelly, although she has a los¬ 
ing record, it’s because she’s got¬ 
ten in the ring with some of the 
toughest fighters out there. So it’s 
not a lack of skill. She may not 
have the power. She also hasn’t 
stayed consistent in one weight 
class, which is not always a smart 
thing to do. You don’t get a real 
good sense of yourself and what 
you’re able to do.” 

Other future bouts may in¬ 
clude a rematch with New Mexi¬ 
co’s Trina Ortegon. 

One problem is getting bouts 
in Europe. 

“The WIBF [Women’s Interna¬ 
tional Boxing Federation] is based 
out of Florida, most of their 
champions are Europeans,” Guidi 
said. “I called up and told them I 
had somebody to pay the sanc¬ 
tioning fees for me to go over to 
Poland and fight the Polish world 
champion. She won’t fight me.

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They need to strip her of her belt, 
because I’m ranked in the top 10, 
but she won’t fight me.” 

The French champion also 
won’t fight Guidi. 

“Also, the WIBF is in the hip 
pocket of the promoter in Europe, 
who puts on most of the women’s 
fights,” she said. “There’s a lot of 
politics, a lot of palm-greasing. 
Everybody knows about it. It’s just 
not talked about.” 

A long-term goal for Guidi in¬ 
cludes boxing at Madison Square 
Garden, “because it’s New York, 
with the history and all.” Women 
and men more often compete on 
the same bill. “It depends on 
whose hands hold the money.” 

The 20-squared 

Despite those limitations, 
Guidi continues to grow fans of all 
kinds, and encourages people to 
train “as a great way to get in 
shape,” not just as a form of self- 
defense or competitive sport. 

“I’ve found a huge following 
among women boxers,” she said. 
“It’s exciting. It can be a little tax¬ 
ing sometimes. I wish I could be a 
Joe Schmoe and not have people 
recognize me, but that’s when I’m 
feeling insecure, not at the top of 
my game. I try and take responsi- 
bility-for who I am, to promote 
the sport in a positive light.” 

Despite the welcoming atmos¬ 
phere at both her gym and among 
fans, Guidi does get a bit of name¬ 
calling at weigh-ins, particularly 
in the deep South, even in New 
Jersey. 

“Just because it’s a gambling 
town, like Atlantic City, don’t let it 
fool you,” Guidi said of certain en¬ 
counters where their image and 
her Puerto Rican manager’s race 
became cause for affronts with the 
locals. “We’ll walk in and hear, 
‘Dykes,’ or whatever. I turn and 
smile, and kill ’em with kindness. 

I do my job in the 20-squared.” 

Despite having potential 
weapons as limbs, Guidi refrains 
from comparing pugilists to 
brawlers, or returning to her bar¬ 
room fight days. “Why would we 
lower ourselves to people who are 
so ignorant?” 

She’s also quick to refute the 
stereotype of boxers being more 
violent outside the ring. 

“I find that when kids develop 
more confidence and strength in 
their body and spirit, they avoid 
that kind of thing, rather than 
duke it out. I don’t know of any 
kid from here who has gone out 
and used boxing in a negative way. 


I don’t know if it’s because you get 
centered here, or because you’re 
too damn tired!” 

But while breaking down one 
stereotype, she doesn’t get much 
chance to battle another stereo¬ 
type, that of the femmed-up Hol¬ 
lywood ‘lady boxer.’ 

“The glamour boxers,” Guidi 
calls them, and reserves a special 
name for Mia St. John; “the Velour 
pussycat of boxing.” Heavily pro¬ 
moted boxers hide their limited 
technique in bouts with much 
weaker opponents. This is known 
as “sandbagging.” 

“It’s so annoying. She gets so 
much press, and it’s crappy.” 

Several of the high-profile 
women boxers, including Laila 
Ali, daughter of Mohammed Ali, 
refused matches with Guidi, per¬ 
haps knowing full well that their 
title belts would soon become a 
memory. 

“I guess I’ll have to put on high 
heels and a Tina Turner wig,” she 
joked. 

Guidi hasn’t bothered to see 
any of the many women boxing 
movies recently released. 

“I don’t have the desire to see 
them,” she said. “I don’t know 
what started the chain reaction of 
boxing films. Theirs are fantasy 
dramas.” Guidi didn’t even like 
Raging Bull. 

Although Guidi herself is the 
subject of an acclaimed short film, 
Laura Plotkin’s Red Rain, which 
was shown several times in the Bay 
Area, she doesn’t enjoy watching 
other boxers for pleasure or study. 

“They don’t fight anything like 
they do on tape. It’s who they’re 
against that determines their 
style.” 

She also prefers to avoid focus¬ 
ing on the “meaningless things. I 
try to walk in mindfulness.” 

She points to the ring. “This is 
where it happens for me.” T

the public radar screen, giving 
health care providers a chance to 
act more directly. 

“In the Southern California 
outbreak,” Wohlfeiler said, “a lot of 
men were HIV-positive and re¬ 
ceiving care. They were regularly 
getting treatment, which means 
there’s an obvious way to reach 
them. We’d like doctors, nurses, 
and other health care providers to 


1 ) assess patient risk, not assum¬ 
ing people are either safe or un¬ 
safe, and 2) counsel them about 
[sexual] behavior. 

“Syphilis may not seem like a 
big deal, particularly to people 
who are positive,” Wohlfeiler said. 
But, he added, echoing Klausner’s 
remarks, “it’s important to realize 
that if you have syphilis, it’s much 
easier to transmit or acquire HIV, 
for example through cankers.” 

He also urged health profes¬ 
sionals to integrate testing for HIV 
and STDs. T 


WeHo condoms 
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geting gay bars, cafes, and book¬ 
stores. However, the AIDS Health¬ 
care Foundation spent $150,000 
promoting the ballot measure be¬ 
cause the voluntary program had 
“failed,” according to AHF Presi¬ 
dent Michael Weinstein. Said Wein¬ 
stein, “There has been a frightening 
loss of vigilance in safer sex prac¬ 


tices among younger gay men.” 

Weinstein attributed Measure 
A’s defeat to a “scare campaign” 
and an “underlying prudishness,” 
and said he believed opponents 
felt the measure would “put sexu¬ 
ality in people’s faces.” Some who 
opposed the ballot initiative 
claimed that the existing volun¬ 
tary program was sufficient, and 
objected to the distribution of 
condoms in places patronized by 
families.

'Boys to Men' 
is a fourway 
at the Castro 


T | he program Boys to Men, 
opening Friday at the Castro 
Theatre, while not the best 
;horts collection in recent years, 
demonstrates why many of us are so 
hooked on this peculiarly gay Film 
genre. The heroes (and sometimes hero¬ 
ines) are met on the fly, like the best of 
cheap dates. They’re intriguing, sexy, but 
not very complicated. They spill their 
guts to us in the first few minutes, and 
are gone before its time to clean up the 
mess. Boy-shorts characters, unlike their 
kissing cousins the soap tarts, give us a 
delicious sample of life's highs and lows, 
without leaving us with the bad habit of 
having to stay in touch. 

In the opening film. Crush, filmmak 
er Phillip Kartell gives us the almost- 


too-sweet tale of teens trapped for the 
summer in the most boring town in 
America. Sixteen-vear-old Robbie (Brett 
Chukerman) is clerking in a woman’s 
dress shop in beautiful downtown 
Carthage, Illinois, just one jump ahead 
of his reputation as a teen fag in the 
booming metropolis of Springfield. 
Robbie and 12-vear-old Tina (Ema A. 
Tuennerman) quickly bond around 
their addiction to a WB-like teen show.

'The 3hree Musketeers' sprawls in San Jose

he Three Musketeers seems like 
f such natural source material 
m for a musical that it’s surpris¬ 
ing to realize only one Broadway 
musical has been based on the 
Alexander Dumas story—and that 
was way back in 1928. Rudolf Friml, 
the king of the operettas, provided 
the music, and it was to be his last 
success. Tastes were changing. 

The American Musical Theatre 
of San Jose has helped develop a 
new musical version of the swash¬ 
buckling tale, and it fully expects 
it to see life after San Jose. Maybe 
even on Broadway. But it may be 
too late, for once again, tastes are 
a-changing. 

The 3hree Musketeers (as it has 
been annoyingly retitled) falls 
somewhere between Les Miser- 
ables and The Scarlet Pimpernel in 
style, but Broadway has been los¬ 
ing its taste for the costume- 
drama pop-operas that dominat¬ 
ed the scene for so long. Even if 
The 3hree Musketeers were a first- 
rate example of the style, Broad¬ 
way audiences are now embracing 


such throwback musical comedies 
as The Full Monty and the adapta¬ 
tion of Mel Brooks’ The Producers. 

What’s on the sprawling stage 
of the San Jose Center for the Per¬ 
forming Arts is an ambitious ren¬ 
dering of the story. Perhaps too 
ambitious, for in the desire to tell 
as much of the Dumas story as 
possible, the tighter focuses neces¬ 
sary to create dramatic epiphanies 
in musical theater can’t be 
achieved. The second act does 
work better in librettist Peter 
Raby’s treatment, after the array of 
characters and their allegiances 
has been established. 

Composer George Stiles displays 
melodic abilities, but too often the 
music sounds like unmemorable 
second-tier material in a Frank 
Wildhorn score. While lyricist Paul 
Leigh manages some clever word¬ 
play, most of the songs meld to¬ 
gether into a pleasant mush. 

Director Dianna Shuster has 
also let an ambitious vision com¬ 
promise the results with unneces¬ 
sary and distracting* directorial 
curlicues. The masked buskers of 
a commedia dell arte-s tyle pro¬ 
logue are carried into the produc¬ 


tion as silent observers and pirou¬ 
etting scenery-movers whose frilly 
caperings undercut the musical’s 
only truly moving moment. And 
John B. Wilson’s set, a symphony 
in brown, is more Dickensian than 
Dumasian. 

Musketeer wannabe 

Though Dumas called his 1843 
novel Les Trois Mousquetaires, it’s 
really the story of the would-be 
fourth musketeer D’Artagnan that 
is at the forefront. Jim Stanek, as 
the rural innocent who soon 
proves himself adept at Paris in¬ 
trigues, is a charming presence 
who finds hints of humanity in a 
largely cardboard-cutout world. 

As D’Artagnan’s beloved Con¬ 
stance, Sutton Foster has the 
spunk and voice that belie her 
prior work as Eponine in Les Mis- 
erables. A shrill voice detracts 
from Rachel deBenedet’s other¬ 
wise strong work as the scheming 
Milady de Winter. Christian Borle 
has a quirky energy that works for 
Planchet, D’Artagnan’s oppor¬ 
tunistic servant who proves his 
mettle in the end. And as the three 
title characters, Alton Fitzgerald 


Fast ride in a big machine 

MTT, Abbado conduct SF Symphony

I t has been deja vu all over again 
in recent weeks at Davies Sym¬ 
phony Hall. In March 1999, 
Music Director Michael Tilson 
Thomas returned from hiatus to 
mark his territory anew with 
some stunning Stravinsky. This 
year he came back from a tri¬ 
umphant transcontinental tour to 
poach on repertoire more closely 
associated with his predecessor 
Herbert Blomstedt. 

Roberto Abbado also returned 
to the podium, after his successful 
SFS debut in 1999 when he con¬ 
ducted Rossini’s Stabat Mater. His 
second turn at the baton was less 
satisfying, but the nephew of the 
more famous Claudio Abbado still 
shows confidence, and he remains 
a welcome addition to the rotating 
guest roster. 

Conductor Laureate Blomstedt 
will be back again, too, for his an¬ 
nual visit next week, but we won’t 
beat this recurring memory busi¬ 
ness to death — it is more inter¬ 
esting to contrast MTT’s Bruck¬ 
ner style with the older maestro’s 
much-praised approach. 

The last time we heard the 
Bruckner Symphony No. 6 at 
Davies was October 1990, and 
Blomstedt proved then that a life¬ 
time with this music had given 
him an almost mystical grasp of a 
problematical composer’s lan¬ 
guage. He recorded the work with 
his San Francisco forces, for Lon¬ 
don. It would still be worth hunt¬ 
ing down that performance in the 
second-hand shops to hear how 
an insightful conductor can bal¬ 
ance discipline with spiritual fer¬ 
vor to greatly moving effect. 

One might have predicted that 
MTT would take an altogether less 
ruminative approach. He retained 
Blomstedt’s analytical view of the 
big picture, but refused to dawdle, 
and while the results were perhaps 
less emotionally satisfying, the fast 


ride in a big machine was undeni¬ 
ably thrilling. It also gave our fear¬ 
less leader a chance to beat his 
sometimes ungainly horn section 
into almost military drill. Tilson 
Thomas has been shaping the or¬ 
chestra to his standards from the 
start, and now that he is clearly fo¬ 
cusing on the brass, it won’t be 
long before the fine-tuning is 
complete. 

The Bruckner Sixth under 
MTT sounds an awful lot like 
early Mahler, and considering 
how closely attuned the conduc¬ 
tor is to that composer, the result¬ 
ing sound is tight, bright and dra¬ 
matic. The orchestra played very 
well indeed, allowing for atmos¬ 
phere when needed, but never los¬ 
ing thrusting impulse. There was 
no hint of Brucknerian ponder¬ 
ousness, but I confess to slightly 
preferring Blomstedt’s more im¬ 
posing sense of vast architectural 
expanses. 

The evening began with Qua¬ 
train by Colin Matthews, a con¬ 
temporary composer I can take or 
leave alone. Tilson Thomas has 
been championing him since his 
tenure with the London Sympho¬ 
ny Orchestra, and I can see the at¬ 
traction, but when a score tries to 
grab attention more by virtue of 
its sonic size than by attempting to 
say anything really new, I can only 
be grateful for the brief duration 
of the statement. Matthews has 
written better pieces, and he will 
write more. MTT will probably 
also play them. 

Special mention must be given 
to Stephen Paulson’s performance 
that night of Mozart’s Bassoon 
Concerto. Principal Bassoonist 
with the SFS since 1977, Paulson 
has forged a remarkable career 
that has included many solo out¬ 
ings. Employing his own cadenzas 
with a dexterity and wit compara¬ 
ble with the best jazz improvisers, 
he made Mozart’s youthful mas¬ 
terpiece sound fresh-minted and 
wonderfully droll. It is a pleasure 


to see how well he works with this 
conductor, and the lusty ovation 
following his performance proved 
he is a favorite not only with his 
audience, but with his fellow mu¬ 
sicians as well.

Italian overtures 

Roberto Abbado brings his 
membership in a great Italian mu¬ 
sical family to public view when- 
' ever he conducts, and his suave 
good looks are an asset, too, but 
he will have to bring meatier fare 
to the table when he appears next, 
or the crowds won’t keep coming. 
Actually, there were more than a 
few empty seats last Friday night, 
and that was probably due to the 
interest factor of the program. 

It was not that any piece on the 
bill was without merit. To the con¬ 
trary, two of the pieces had never 
been performed by the SFS before, 
and the third was a marvelously 
evocative little score by Luciano 
Berio, one of those modern com¬ 
posers you needn’t be afraid of. 
Still, one of the offerings should 
have been replaced by something 
more substantial to make a really 
satisfying evening. 

Cherubini’s Symphony in D 
major was his only essay in the

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Preservation and the New Mission 


The fate of an architectural treasure

n Mission Street, between 
| 21st and 22nd Streets, a va- 

* r iety of concerned preserva¬ 
tionists have been battling City 
College’s plans for a satellite cam¬ 
pus. Some say the soul of San 
Francisco is at stake, its history 
being bulldozed on behalf of its 
future. Others say you can’t stand 
in the way of progress. 

The Mission, San Francisco’s 
oldest neighborhood, largely 
spared by the 1906 earthquake and 
fire, has long been a vital business 
district, once rivaling that of Mar¬ 
ket Street. Over the years, the Mis¬ 
sion District’s former glory may 
have faded, but it has not disap¬ 
peared. You see reminders as you 
traverse its central thoroughfare. 
Nearly unnoticed, decaying mar¬ 
quees hang from the sides of for¬ 
lorn buildings, like huge ghosts. 
They inadequately indicate the 
former grandeur of the vast inte¬ 
rior auditoriums they once adver¬ 
tised: Tower, El Capitan, Grand, 
Cine Latino, New Mission. They 
are all that remain of the almost 
two dozen neighborhood movie 
houses that existed in the first 
three decades of the 20th century. 

The New Mission Theater was 
built in 1916 at 2550 Mission 
Street on the site of the Premium 
Theater, now considered San 
Francisco’s first theater built ex¬ 
clusively for motion pictures. The 
Premium became the Idle Hour, 
which architects James and Mer¬ 
ritt Reid, famous for their Fair¬ 
mont Hotel, later used as the 
lobby of the huge new theater they 
designed. Renamed the New Mis¬ 
sion by owners Lewis Greenfield 
and Leon I. Kahn, the theater 
boasted elaborate features includ¬ 
ing a 12-piece orchestra, a pipe 
organ, smoking rooms, several pa¬ 
tron and employee lounges, and 
“free child-care in the adjoining 
garden playground.” Opening 
night featured Mary Pickford’s

silent film, Poor Little Peppina. 

The New Mission has been de¬ 
scribed as “the most beautiful sub¬ 
urban house in America” and as 
“one of the finest film houses in 
the West.” Now that the Reid 
Brothers’ New Fillmore has been 
demolished and their Coliseum 
heavily altered, the New Mission 
remains as the best-preserved of 
their work. The Beaux-Arts build¬ 
ing blends the team’s trademark 
classicism with more playful ele¬ 
ments, such as a delicate lattice- 
work dome in the auditorium. In 
the early ’30s, Timothy Pflueger, 
famous as the architect of the 
Paramount, Alhambra, and Cas¬ 
tro Theaters, was hired to renovate 
the lobby and facade in more 
modern style. Pflueger replaced 
the Reids’ facade with a combina¬ 
tion of Art Deco elements, adding 
a sculpted sheet metal parapet and 
a 70-foot-high swept-blade sign, 
which was originally illuminated 
by an elaborate network of neon 
tubes. Coincidentally, Pflueger 
also designed much of City Col¬ 
lege’s main campus. A few more 
“modernizations” of the theater 
occurred in 1961, and the New 
Mission Theater continued to op¬ 
erate until May 1993, when it fi¬ 


nally succumbed to the mounting 
pressures of home VCRs and sub¬ 
urban multiplex chains. 

College clashes 

In Summer 1998, City College 
of San Francisco purchased the 
property and the neighboring 
Giant Value variety store next door, 
with plans to build a $43 million 
campus to serve 9,000 students. 
City College’s Mission District pro¬ 
grams are now operating out a va¬ 
riety of spaces, leased and shared, 
around the neighborhood. City 
College officials insist the theater 
must be demolished in order to 
create the much-needed new cam¬ 
pus of classrooms and laboratories, 
offices, childcare center, library and 
resource center, bookstore, cafe, 
and community meeting space. 

Upon learning of the plans to 
raze the theater, preservationists 
led by Will Shank and U.B. Mor¬ 
gan formed a grass-roots group 
calling itself “Save the New Mis¬ 
sion Theater.” This informal coali¬ 
tion of individual residents, neigh¬ 
borhood organizations, several 
preservation groups representing 
many ethnic persuasions, and sup¬ 
port from a number of City Col¬ 
lege faculty, students and alumni, 
charged that “City College has 
failed to seek alternatives to de¬ 
stroying part of our cultural her¬ 
itage.” The coalition strongly urged 
the architects to look at ways to 
build the facility and still preserve 
the theater. “This is not a question 
of programming versus preserva¬ 
tion,” the impassioned group’s lit¬ 
erature insists. “It is a matter of 
City College thinking creatively to 
save the theater and use it as a re¬ 
source for the community.” 

The controversy echoes the one 
in 1997 when City College pre¬ 
sented a plan to tear down the his¬ 
toric Colombo Building in North 
Beach as well as an adjacent build¬ 
ing that housed low-income Asian 
families, in order to build a new 
Chinatown campus on the site. 
Only after District 3 Supervisor 
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The New Mission's interior: dirty and in disrepair, but remarkably intact. 


Aaron Peskin brought suit did City 
College agree to fully incorporate 
the Colombo Building into its de¬ 
sign, and Peskin dropped his suit. 

Under relentless pressure from 
the Save the New Mission group, 
City College Chancellor Phillip 
Day Jr. has agreed to hire Jay 
Turnbull, whom he considers “one 
of the most prestigious and high¬ 
est-regarded preservation archi¬ 
tects in San Francisco.” Turnbull 
will “outline a number of preser¬ 
vation alternatives or solutions, 
and the costs associated with 
them,” Day said. These, he reiter¬ 
ated, would be in addition to the 
already agreed-upon architectur¬ 
al elements, mostly related to the 
theater’s facade. 

Meanwhile, Save the New Mis¬ 
sion has hired Alice Carey, anoth¬ 
er well-regarded preservation ar¬ 
chitect, to develop a separate set of 
recommendations. In the mean¬ 
time, the plan currently calls for 
demolition of the theater. 

Palace dreams 

Today, you might easily walk 
past the cluttered Evermax furni¬ 
ture store without noticing its for¬ 
mer identity as a movie palace. As 
you enter, you pass the obscured 
box office. In one of the foyer’s 
full-length frames, a card still in¬ 
vites, “Let’s go... to the movies.” 
You squeeze through a wide vari¬ 
ety of sofas, end tables, and light¬ 
ing fixtures, wandering deeper 
into the seemingly endless space. 
Slowly it dawns on you; you’re in 
the huge lobby of the former 
movie palace. Looking up, you 
notice staircases that lead to 
wrought iron-railed mezzanines, 
lounges, and finally the balcony. 
Incredulous, you keep going, and 
finally you peer into the darkness 
to see a vast room piled high with 
mattresses. As your eyes adjust, 
you see that you are in the audito¬ 


rium of a huge 2,800-seat theater. 
It may be dirty and in sorry disre¬ 
pair, but it is remarkably intact. 
Almost all of the changes made 
since Pflueger’s renovations have 
been deemed reversible. 

An ongoing series of lengthy 
hearings, postponements, and de¬ 
lays by a variety of agencies has 
frustrated those involved, and still 
the future remains unforeseeable. 
Even the building’s landmark sta¬ 
tus remains in limbo. A public 
hearing, originally scheduled by 
the Committee of Housing, 
Transportation and Land Use for 
March 22, is now rescheduled for 
April or May. In whatever form, 
the final project will require both 
major state and city funding, the 
latter to be approved by SF voters. 

Over the years, San Francisco 
has lost the fabulous Fox Theater, 
Playland at the Beach, and many 
more examples of its rich architec¬ 
tural heritage. Recently, members 
of the GLBT communities mobi¬ 
lized to preserve the Fallon Build¬ 
ing at 1800 Market Street when 
that Victorian was slated to be de¬ 
molished to make way for the 
GLBT Community Center. After a 
lengthy struggle, a compromise 
was finally reached which retains 
the integrity of the Fallon Build¬ 
ing. In June, the Friends of 1800 
Market Street will be sponsoring 
Looking Back and Forward: Signif¬ 
icant Places of the GLBT Commu¬ 
nity, a two-day symposium, to dis¬ 
cuss the role of the community in 
preservation and design. 

Although the preservation 
group is hopeful, it remains un¬ 
clear whether or not there’s a way 
to achieve the goals of City Col¬ 
lege’s new facility and still save the 
New Mission Theater. Referring to 
the forthcoming reports from 
Carey and Turnbull, Day says, 
“Then, if we agree to disagree, 
we’ll know why.” ▼ 
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A tragic, poetic life 


Coming to terms with Rimbaud

any Rimbauds have 
i haunted San Francisco. 

8 1! If Once this city was re¬ 
splendent with Rimbauds reciting 
fiery, fragmented poems in dingy 
cafes, drinking and carousing, in¬ 
gesting all kinds of dope, defecat¬ 
ing and puking in alleys on their 
stumbling way home. The general 
populace appreciated them for 
channeling our Bohemian spirit 
with anarchist fervor and literary 
zeal. They were our anti-heroes. 

Now, in a city that even Beat 
poet Lawrence Ferlinghetti con¬ 
cedes has succumbed to the sludge 
of corporate monoculture, Rim¬ 
bauds are scarcely seen or heard 
outside of the Haight and a few 
other select neighborhoods that 
still make room for wretched vi¬ 
sionaries and vagabond geniuses. 
Who here now even knows who 
the original Rimbaud was? 

To loosely paraphrase and em¬ 
bellish upon the latest, most excit¬ 
ing tome in the always churning 
Rimbaud-studies industry — 
Graham Robb’s splendid Rimbaud 
(W. W. Norton & Co.) — he was a 
teen literary terrorist of late 19th- 
century France who famously 
sucked up to and came to domi¬ 
nate a married Parisian poet 10 
years his senior, Paul Verlaine, 
who was smitten with the provin¬ 
cial lad’s radical verse, tender 
body, crude habits, irreverent atti¬ 
tudes, and vast, poetic insights 
into the nature of humanity, him¬ 
self, and the written word. 

Arthur Rimbaud shredded 
poor Verlaine emotionally, finan¬ 
cially, and poetically (not that Ver¬ 
laine didn’t try giving as good as 
he got), turned poetry on its head, 
gained ill repute as a sodomite, 
boozer and home destroyer, 
crossed paths often with the cops, 
and alienated every other poet 
and friend. He abruptly said “fuck 
you” to poetry at age 19 and went 
slogging around the Continent 
and the East Indies, struggling to 
find work, constantly destitute, 
suffering countless indignities and 
hardships. He eventually made his 
way to mostly uncharted.Eastern 
Africa (Abyssinia/Ethiopia), there 
to take up trading — of coffee and 
arms mainly, and possibly of 
slaves, though Robb takes pains to 
note that while this latter “com¬ 
modity” was being heavily traded 
in the region at the time, and 
Rimbaud certainly would have 
had contact with it, no evidence 
shows Rimbaud’s direct involve- 


Under African skies 

In his new career Rimbaud 
persevered and eventually excelled 
under the harshest imaginable 
conditions, becoming one of 
France’s most infamous explorers 
and adventurers, a man of extra¬ 
ordinary cunning and ambition, 
portrayed by Robb as hard-bitten 
but fair, often reclusive but engag¬ 
ing and even charming in social 
circumstances, respectful of and 
perceptive about his African 
friends, neighbors, clients, rivals 
and potential enemies* all of 
whom in turn respected Rim¬ 
baud. Though he complained bit¬ 
terly of his circumstances in plain- 
prose letters to his mother and sis¬ 
ter, he felt at home under African 
skies, no matter that his hair had 
grayed and his skin turned leath¬ 
ery. He emerged a master of the 
incredibly brutal trading game, 
constructed of the same outlaw 
mold (judging from Robb’s de¬ 
scription) as contemporary Amer¬ 
ican commodities trader Marc 
Rich, he of the infamous pardon. 

Rimbaud, too, was on the lamb 
— from his pederast past, from 
scandal, from anything even re¬ 
sembling poetry, from the draft 
board he kept eluding, from the 
clammy climate back home, from 
his implacable mother, from the 
sheer miserableness of his life. He 
had been a superior perceiver; alas, 
others (save Verlaine) did not 
share his perceptions, nor even un¬ 
derstand them. With his radical 
verse he had tried to be a spiritual 
seer, but his vision took root too 
slowly among his poet contempo¬ 
raries to do him much good; now 
he would strip away all spirituality, 
looking reality directly in its hard, 
cold, unforgiving face. Adventure 
and cash became his goals. 

It’s a seamless life Robb vividly 
portrays, an enormous accom¬ 
plishment. The great challenge for 
biographers has been to make 
sense of Rimbaud despite the dis¬ 
tressingly slim documentation of 
his adult years and the marked 
difference in personas manifested 
by Rimbaud in his teens versus his 
20s and 30s (he died agonizingly 
of a cancerous leg at age 37). 

Invariably, every biographer 
comes to the question: Why did 
Rimbaud give up on poetry? And 
the answer to that question must 
serve as the transition from one 
Rimbaud life to another. Robb’s 
reply (in part): “Rimbaud’s inter¬ 
est in his own work... did not sur¬ 
vive the failure of all his adult re¬ 
lationships. ... Without a constant 
companion, he was writing in a 
void.... He might have felt in any

genre, but it is a rich and beautiful 
piece with just enough surprises to 
keep it interesting. Beethoven was 
reported to have said that Cheru¬ 
bini was the greatest composer 
after himself. Well, deafness re¬ 
marks aside, the Symphony cer¬ 
tainly should have been heard here 
before now, and Abbado must be 
thanked for bringing it to Davies. 
The orchestra sounded inauthen- 
tically lush for the period, but that 
was a small complaint considering 
the melodic charm and rhythmic 
inventiveness of the music. 

Berio’s Requies (“May you 
rest”) is a brief and dreamy score 
that sounds vaguely minimalist 
and trance-like, but there are mo¬ 


ments of passion in the sea of con¬ 
templation. The audience re¬ 
sponded enthusiastically. After 
Abbado’s proven accomplishment 
with Rossini’s Stabat Mater in his 
last visit, I wish he had considered 
dropping the concluding Aus Ital- 
ien by Richard Strauss for Berio’s 
Sinfonia, which requires voices 
and orchestra like the Rossini. 

Aus Italien is an early work by 
Strauss, and it is agreeable 
enough. Skirting some of the ob¬ 
vious vulgarities of the later, 
grander tone poems, it paints a 
pleasing quartet of picture post¬ 
cards. The orchestra played well, 
especially the strings, but those 
pesky horns were a little unstable 
at times. Roberto Abbado needn’t 
stay away too long, but ought to 
be a little more adventurous when 
he returns. T 


case that his poetry had 
crossed the limits of com¬ 
municability and turned 
into a simple waste of en¬ 
ergy.” 

Starkie contrast 

Robb’s intimacy with 
Rimbaud’s poetry and 
the Field of poetics 
shines in this work, and 
those who most savor 
textual analysis will feel 
amply rewarded by the 
book. But Robb’s skills 
transcend literary in¬ 
terpretation, gripping 
readers with his de¬ 
light at historical 
sleuthing, eagerly fill¬ 
ing in gaps with new 
insights and telling us 
where other biogra¬ 
phers have gone 
astray. He’s particularly harsh on 
Enid Starkie, one of the first and 
most famous of Rimbaud’s biog¬ 
raphers, who cleaned up Rim¬ 
baud’s image to suit Victorian 
tastes. Robb is both a master re¬ 
searcher and storyteller, having 
honed his skills on previous, high¬ 
ly acclaimed biographies of Victor 
Hugo and Balzac. He displays a 
poetic sensitivity not only to the 
vulnerable teen versifier but to the 
rugged adventurer, telling a well- 
documented tale sure to hold 
armchair adventurers in thrall 
with details of camel caravans, 
Koranic debates, bloody wars, se¬ 
cretive deals, intolerable climates, 


t. 
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international intrigue, and daring 
escapades. 

A sense of sheer delight at the 
subject matter pervades Robb’s 
Rimbaud. You sense his enthusi¬ 
asm, and share it. He strips away 
veils of myth about Rimbaud, 
who since his death in 1891 has 
been romanticized to death. Care¬ 
ful not to take too much poetic li¬ 
cense (unlike Jeremy Reed’s fabu¬ 
lously impressionistic Delirium, 
which goes overboard for a won¬ 
derful romp), Robb nonetheless 
breathes life into Rimbaud and all 
the remarkable characters in his 
Dickensian life. 


From a queer per¬ 
spective, one short¬ 
coming of this work, as 
of all speculations on 
Rimbaud’s life in Africa, 
is its inability to track 
Rimbaud’s sexuality as a 
post-poet adventurer. 
Robb speculates a bit on 
the relationship of Rim¬ 
baud to an Abyssinian 
woman, Miriam, with 
whom the trader appar¬ 
ently had a liaison from 
1884-86. But any hints of 
lingering homosexuality 
on Rimbaud’s part — 
apart from slim evidence 
of something between him 
and his long-time servant, 
Djami — have vanished. 
Says Robb: “In fact, there is 
no sign that Rimbaud had 
any lasting emotional at¬ 
tachment at all after 1886.” 

While that may be true, 
the conclusion is unsatisfying. It is 
difficult to accept that the man 
who as a teenager flaunted his 
buggery and wrote paeans to the 
anus now had ceased to be sexual, 
or at least to take sensual delight 
in the Abyssinian and Muslim 
men who constantly surrounded 
him. Yet Robb, being a responsible 
scholar, dares not take readers into 
the realm of speculation, and we 
must be content for now, until 
some invaluable, long-lost corre¬ 
spondence turns up to help fur¬ 
ther demystify Rimbaud, to let 
Rimbaud remain sexless. T

Montmartre mon amour 


Toulouse-Lautrec and his world at the Palace of the Legion of Honor

enri de Toulouse-Lautrec 
(1864-1901) has been cele- 
I I brated on stage and screen 
as the eccentric French aristocrat 
whose physical limitations (a 
childhood bone disease broke his 
legs and limited his adult stature 
to 4’ 11”) and extraordinary talent 
made him' a fixture in the bo¬ 
hemian artistic circles of fin de sie- 
cle Paris. The life of Toulouse- 
Lautrec epitomized the caricature 
of the artist who embraced the de¬ 
bauchery of the world of Paris 
music halls, theaters, circuses and 
brothels that he so vividly depict¬ 
ed in paintings, drawings and 
commercial posters. An affinity 
for absinthe and other drink led to 
his premature death at age 36. (An 
upcoming major motion picture 
on the subject, starring John 
Leguizano and Nicole Kidman, 
has been unfortunately delayed, 
thus squelching a museum publi¬ 
cist’s dream.) 

The unwieldy title of the exhi¬ 
bition now at the California Palace 
of the Legion of Honor — 
Toulouse-Lautrec and the Spirit of 
Montmartre: Cabarets, Humor and 
the Avant-Garde 1875-1905 — 
serves as a bit of an excuse for the 
show’s not really being about 
Toulouse-Lautrec, but the name 
of the colorful artist name will 
certainly draw in crowds who 
might not otherwise come to what 
is essentially a history exhibition. 


Album) of 1897 by Alphonse Al- 
lais, based on an entry in the 1882 
Exposition des Arts Incoherents. 

Much of the work of the Hy¬ 
dropathies and the Incoherents 
prefigures Dadaism, Fluxus, and 
the more radical movements of 
the 20th century. Elsewhere in the 
exhibition, there are images that 
still have the power to shock the 
jaded, seen-it-all audience of the 
21st century, such as the watercol- 
or of a woman, nude except for 
her thigh-high boots, bound, 
spread-eagle and upside down on 
the arms of the windmill of the 
Moulin de la Galette (Adolphe 
Willette, A Martyr to Pleasure, 
1900). 

The inherent limitations in 
portraying such a colorful period 
on the walls of an “establishment” 
institution are the same ones that 
were faced by SFMOMA when, a 
few years ago, a design installation 
of San Francisco ’60s psychedelia 
appeared almost mummified by 
its dignified presentation in clean 
vitrines against white gallery 
wills. The Montmartre show 
faces the same challenges, but a 
few glimmers of the real thrills of 
the period peek through. The 
acoustiguide tour apparently (I 
did not try it out) features music 
of the period. And one gallery 
recreates the magical pre-cinema 
moment when the Shadow The¬ 
ater flickered across a backlit 
screen. Several of the original zinc 
cut-outs are on display, and oth¬ 
ers move in a continuous two-di¬ 
mensional frieze against a Max- 
field-Parrish-blue sky. The 
Punch-and-Judy-like puppets of 
the Ubu Roi, alas, stand immobile 
in their small theater, but their 
presence lends an air of magic as 
well. V

Smoking Mona 

There are some big names 
here, including Vuillard, Bonnard, 
and Vincent van Gogh. But the 
lesser-known names whose works 
are poster designs, journals and 
books are the featured artists in 
this exhibition. Decades before 
Dada artist Marcel Duchamp 
drew a mustache on the Mona 
Lisa, Eugene Bataille adapted 
Leonardo’s icon in an 1887 jour¬ 
nal. His drawing of Mona Lisa 
smoking a pipe is featured on the 
cover of the show’s intelligent cat¬ 
alogue, in which scholars examine

chapter by chapter the journals, 
the music, the literature, and the 
spirit of the period. 

For the patient viewer who sifts 
through the ephemera in the 
cases, other moments of truly rad¬ 
ical art reveal themselves. If an all¬ 
black card titled Negroes Fighting 
in a Cellar at Night seems like 
something we’ve seen in a hun¬ 
dred postcard racks, more than a 
century ago it was truly revolu¬ 
tionary. The monochrome of it 
and the accompanying series (the 
gray Round of Drunks in the Fog, 
or the white First Communion of 
Chlorotic Young Girls in Snowy 
Weather) come from the Album 
primo-avrilesque (April Fool-ish 


from the permanent collection of 
the Achenbach Foundation, which 
is housed at the Legion; they com¬ 
plement the voluminous traveling 
exhibition, which has been on the 
road since it was assembled at the 
Jane Voorhees Zimmerli Art Mu¬ 
seum of Rutgers University in 
1996. 

But it is Paris, and specifically 
its northernmost neighborhood, 
the hillside village of Montmartre, 
which is the star of the exhibition. 
The low-rent district in which old 
windmills had been converted 
into raucous nightclubs served as 
a catalyst for truly avant-garde 
artists whose work challenged the 
establishment. A wall Le Mur took 
shape organically at a bar called 
the Quat’z’Arts, and it included 
hundreds of impromptu contri¬ 
butions on paper, many of them 
scatological and irreverent. Some 
1,500 drawings which were metic¬ 
ulously saved and stored by the 
bar’s owner found their way into 
the Rutgers collection, and many 
of them are on display at the Le¬ 
gion. Another cabaret, the Chat 
Noir, also supported radical cre¬ 
ative types like the Hydropathes 
and the Incoherents, and many 
contributed to an 1880s journal 
called Le Chat Noir. The delight¬ 
ful guignol or puppet theaters in¬ 
tended for the amusement of 
French children were adapted by 
irreverent artists like Alfred Jarry, 
whose play Ubu/Roi featured an 
obscene caricature of the innocent 
puppets, and whose first poetic 
word is, “Merde!” 


One gallery filled with the graph¬ 
ic work of the artist comes as an 
appropriate coda to the rest of the 
show. Most of those works are

What's up at the galleries in March

D avid Ireland has done an 
amazing thing at Gallery 
Paule Anglim in conjunc¬ 
tion with the Fine Arts Museums 
of San Francisco. Since the closure 
of the de Young, the museum has 
more paintings in storage than 
they know what to do with. Seiz¬ 
ing the moment, the always-inno- 
vative conceptual artist Ireland 
asked for, and got, a number of 
traditional American paintings 
from the FAMSF, and he has 
mounted a loan exhibition of por¬ 
traits and landscapes hanging on 
the Anglim’s walls, with beat-up 
museum stanchions and all. In¬ 
stalled adjacent to the paintings 
are what appear to be oversize 
monochrome jigsaw puzzle pieces 
of painted metal which comple¬ 
ment the shapes and colors of the 
Old Masters. The combination 
presents rich visual food for 
thought, after a sort of shocking 
moment of disorientation in the 
contemporary gallery. (Up 
through March 31 at 14 Geary St.) 

Robert Koch Gallery at 49 
Geary features the haunting color 
prints of Canadian photographer 
Edward Burtynsky through April 
28. His Shipbreaking series focuses 
on chunks of broken, rusted steel, 
stacked in enigmatic shapes on a 
beach in Bangladesh. Many read¬ 
ings can be applied to the enig¬ 
matic shapes, which resemble 
cityscapes or ghostly apparitions 
on a misty seascape. When I ini¬ 
tially saw one of the umber-hued 
photographs in small reproduc¬ 
tion, at first glance I thought it 
was a 17th-century view of a 
Dutch town a la Rembrandt! The 
knowledge that this sculpture gar¬ 
den represents the grueling labor 
of (mostly unseen) laborers adds 
to the profound layers of meaning 
inherent in his images. 

At Haines Gallery, also at 49 
Geary, the works of Jonathan 
Seliger remind one of the clever 
Tom Friedman exhibition at Yerba 
Buena earlier this year. Is it a 
plumped pillow hanging on the 
wall, or is it art? How did those 
milk cartons grow to be so tall? I 
especially liked a large, T-shaped 
wall installation which is an al- 
most-but-not-quite echo of 13th- 
century Florentine artist 
Cimabue’s crucifixes. In the small¬ 
er “project space” at Haines are the 
Op Art, gingham-pattern paint¬ 
ings of New York artist Susie Ros- 


Speaking of the Fort Mason 
Center, the Museo Italo-Ameri- 
cano has a stunning exhibition 
called Venini: Glass & Design. 
Ranging from luscious tradition¬ 
al Murano glass to sleek moderne 
variations, the 60 objects on view 
in the Museo’s small galleries rep¬ 


resent the work of one family, the 
Venini of Milan, and they demon¬ 
strate many gorgeous variations 
on a traditional Venetian theme. 
The Dale Chihuly pieces also on 
display pale by comparison.

marin in her first West Coast solo 
exhibition. A number of cross¬ 
eyed gallery visitors were observed 
stumbling out of the back room 
on First Thursday. Both shows 
close on March 31. 

SoMa hideaway 

Space 743, the ever-interesting, 
hidden-away SoMa spot whose 
gallery is the front room of a 
working warehouse filled with the 
studios of ceramic artists, is show¬ 
ing Bodyparts. An exhibition of 
two women whose work explores 
the female body in two dimen¬ 
sions, it is a combination of indi¬ 
vidual paintings and drawings by 
Mary Joy Scott and Monica John¬ 
son, as well as some collaborative 
efforts on one canvas. Most star¬ 
tling is a Before/After painting se¬ 
ries which Scott has adapted from 
a website advertising various op¬ 
tions in plastic surgery. The re¬ 
sulting combination of lifted and 
unlifted breasts on one body is 
both amusing and unsettling. The 
show closes March 31 at 743 Har¬ 
rison St. (415-777-9080) 

Bucheon Gallery in Hayes Val¬ 
ley is showing the collages of East 
Bay artist Michael Mew; it is his 
second one-person show there. 
The autobiographical stories that 
play themselves out on the can¬ 
vases and panels of Mew’s paint¬ 
ings are thoughtfully introspective 
and beautifully assembled. (The 
artist’s day job sees him making 
exquisite housings for many of the 
Bay Area museums’ most valuable 
artworks.) The gallery has been 
transformed into a “colorful 
stage,” according to Bucheon’s 
promo, and Mew’s works of sur¬ 
realism, magic and spiritualism 
reach out to the viewer for a 
thoughtful, slow read. The instal¬ 


lation ends April 9 at 540 Hayes 
St., or let your fingers do the walk¬ 
ing to their website, www. 
bucheon.com. 

If you haven’t checked out the 
innovative Canvas, an over-the- 
counter eatery and art gallery, 
high-tail it across town to the cor¬ 
ner of Lincoln and Ninth Ave. 
This is the sort of entrepreneurial 
establishment that the Bay Area’s 
overpopulated art world needs 
more of! The cafe-cum-gallery, 
which is under the same manage¬ 
ment as downtown’s Hang, offers 
the works of little-known local 
artists for reasonable prices and 
rotates them constantly, as they 
seem to fly off the walls. Renting 
the works on display is also an op¬ 
tion, d la SFMOMA Rental 
Gallery at Fort Mason. Call 415- 
504-0070 for more information.

Cruising Fort Mason 

Y ou never know who you’ll bump into at a crafts show. It could 
by your next boyfriend or girlfriend. You might happen to be 
perusing a display of hand-woven baskets when some hot guy 
in leather comes along looking for something to stuff his Tilland- 
sia in. The decorator in you perks up, and before you know it, the 
two of you are comparing sizes 
and shapes. 

Even if fantasy meetings 
don’t lure you down to Fort 
Mason Center this weekend 
for the 10th annual Contem¬ 
porary Crafts Market, the 
impressive array of goods on 
sale ought to pull you in. This 
is, of course, decorating season, 
and our homes wouldn’t be 
half as gay as they are without 
some fine tapestries on the 
walls, a bit of blown glassware 
displayed on cabinet shelves, 
and maybe some distinctive 
furnishings to suit a living 
room’s soothing Feng Shui. 

Of course you can buy crafts 
at countless import stores and 

sidewalk vendor stalls, but nowhere can you find so many crafts as¬ 
sembled in such a convenient location: some 340 artisans will be on 
hand at the crafts market to show you teir decorative, functional 
and wearable art. 

The location at Fort Mason Center makes this a perfect desti¬ 
nation for an all-gay, all-day outing. You can shop for your crafty 
goodies, then move on to the other crafty attractions in this com¬ 
munity-arts complex by the bay: the Museum of Craft & Folk 
Art (now showing textiles and pottery from New Mexico’s Rio 
Grande Valley), the Museo ItaloAmericano (glass works from the 
Venini glass company of Venice), the SF African American His¬ 
torical & Cultural Society Gallery (Ancient African textiles in 
contemporary life), and the SF Museum of Modern Art Artists 
Gallery (paintings, drawings and mixed media works by Elena 
Zolintsky, Heidi Bruckner, Lawrence Chin, and Patricia Thomas). 

On Friday, March 16, you can also visit the Sterling Silver 
Jewelry Sale, presented by Hi-Ho Silver, in Building A. The pieces 
— handcrafted, high-quality bracelets, earrings, necklaces, pen¬ 
dants and rings — come from Taxco, Mexico. 

On Saturday, March 17, in Building A, you can partake of the 
biannual sale of Blossom Handcrafted Jewelry, with ail manner 
of wearable art in Austrian crystal, semiprecious stones, freshwater 
pearls, and sterling silver. Then skip over to the Psychic Healing 
Fair, where Psychic Horizons’ clairvoyant students and graduates 
offer readings and healings from 1-3 p.m. in Building C. 

Any experience at Fort Mason is pleasant, but with such an 
abundance of crafts on a single weekend, an outing there could be 
extra rewarding. It’s a guaranteed magnet for gay and lesbian crafts 
queens and kings. T

M arried Cops Do is the lat- 
^ ^ est video written, pro- 

' s ; H i duced and directed by 
the beefy English former porn 
star Blue Blake, and it’s okay, in a 
half-assed way. 

I like movies that honor the 
sexual impetus directly, without 
distractions. A bare room and a 
bed are good; just add two guys 
who are hot for each other. Keep 
it focused. Blake likes to wrap 
his sex impulse in studied 
perversities. He likes het¬ 
erosexuals who have 
homo sex, frequently 
under duress, and con¬ 
flicted characters, like 
psychotic murderers, 
but especially cops. 

The late 
pornogra- 
pher Artie 
Bresson 

once explained to me, as I gri¬ 
maced at his youthful performer’s 
acne, that guys who like street 
riffraff would find the acne a “sig¬ 
nifying feature.” Here’s things that 
Blake thinks are signifying fea¬ 
tures of butch guys: They’re swad¬ 
dled in muscle and frequently 
chomp cigars. They wear uni¬ 
forms. They call their women 
bitches, and the guys fellating 
them cocksuckers. Intending an 
insult. In a Blue Blake film, all this 
is supposed to heighten the sex. If 
this set-up works for you, there’s 
movies out there that do it better. 
Most of MCD is as blunt as the 
tired fantasies it purveys. 

Take the opening. The first 
sight in MCD is a woman’s tit, fill¬ 
ing the entire screen. It helps 
prove the movie’s central fantasy, 
that the cops who bone each 
other are hetero. And the reason 
the cops like to bone each other 
isn’t that it’s fun, but because, 
we’re told twice, their wives are 
“bitches.” That’s why we have to 
see a naked woman ragging on 
her spouse (as if a nagging wife 
excuses a husband’s having sex 
with guys; as if sex between guys 
needs to be excused, or is some¬ 
how “hotter” if one of the part¬ 
ners is straight). 

The good news is that this 


head stuff takes a definite back 
seat to the movie’s bodies. The 
calling card here is supposed to be 
handsome Duke Miller, a 24-year- 
old who, at 6’1” and 245 lb., is 
gargantuan, and all muscle. But 
not much of a performer. It’s okay 
for a while, as guys crawl over his 
unyielding mass, prying open the 
twin mountains of his rump to 
spelunker their tongues down the 
steep crevasse to an asshole hid¬ 
den deep in a moist and chocolaty 
abyss. 

There’s a taut, super-buff 
daddy named Glenn 
Matthews who pro¬ 
vides a steamy solo, 
and a beefed-up 
, Chad Connors is 
roughly abused by 
the delightfully seedy 
Joe Romero, who really 
puts out. 
The pair¬ 
ing of 
leanly 

muscled Tuck Johnson with An¬ 
thony Cox is good. Cox is a trashy 
punk, covering his pasty torso 
with a worn wife-beater, and 
bearing on his arm a stupid tattoo 
so typical of his type. He even 
bites his nails. How’s that for a 
signifying feature? He’s got a 
heavy dick, and a truck driver’s 
patter on how it should be ser¬ 
viced. Tuck does a slow strip for 
Cox that sizzles, and impales him¬ 
self vigorously upon the supine 
dude for the video’s best observed 
penetration. 

Caeser’s palace 

And there’s the single-named 
Caesar, who is a wonderment. Be¬ 
hind his gangland tats and surly 
machismo, he’s big-time gay. And 
as fierce a bottom as he is a top, 
with a gorgeous slab of cock. You 
realize how flawless Caesar is 
when you recall how badly the 
other performers in this flick 
need better makeup and more 
flattering lighting. 

Although Caesar is a tiger, I 
wonder if anybody could goose 
Duke. He gets rather stoically 
fucked in the finale, poked at both 
ends by Tuck and Caesar. While 
Duke’s not getting hard (most of 
the scene), you can watch the 
other two. 




The bare outline of a script, 
though mercifully brief, hardly 
explores the psycho-sexual ele¬ 
ments that are the movie’s key 
fantasies. And Blake doesn’t fol¬ 
low through on other premises. 
After casting bulky bodies, he 
rarely appreciates their size, and 
continually dissects them. Not a 
single expedition is made into the 
golden outback of a sprawling 
armpit. And after finally flipping 
Duke onto his back, Blake keeps 
cutting him in two, showing one 
half or the other, but rarely the 
whole impressive thing. 

The sex scenes are, for the most 
part, clumsily staged and largely 
unfelt. They have no continuity, 
and spasmodic development. The 
players change places as if going 
through a drill, and the camera¬ 
work, which frequently forgets to 
provide the identity of who is 
doing whom, is invariably too 
tight, too close-up (although 
you’ll be glad for that at least once, 
when Duke’s stout dick stretches 
the tender lips of Caesar’s asshole 
back and forth in a splendidly ob¬ 
served, very labial moment). 

Ultimately, Blake sullies sexu¬ 
ality while he mangles filmcraft. 
It’s pretty much the same story in 
his debut feature. Demolition 
Daddy, which looks pretty good 
on a newly issued DVD. Joshua 
Scott and Steve Hurley provide 
some hot moments, the first with 
his stunning body, and the second 
with his elastic nipples. But do I 
cum before or after the men in 
the finale’s quartef become 
corpses? Murder is such an arous¬ 
ing fillip. T

shows how a situation that can 
turn neurotic and self-destructive 
in adult life can be cathartic and 
magical for teens. Tuennerman 
steals the show, making Tina’s 
awkward, pouty, clingy behavior 
endearing rather than off-putting. 
Instead of being crushed by the 
loss of her dream boy, Tina mere¬ 
ly opts for a bigger and better 
dream — one she can share with 
Robbie. Crush benefits from the 
sudden appearance of the good- 
hearted lug of a country boy 
whose sleepy manners conceal a 
rather passionate heart. Warning: 
Anybody who truly can’t stand 
virtually nonstop bubble-gum 
rock should probably miss Crush. 

Beach trick 

Duncan Tucker’s The Moun¬ 
tain King takes us to a very differ¬ 
ent part of the musical forest, as 
Edvard Grieg’s Incidental Music 
from ‘Peer Gynf and In the Hall of 
the Mountain King inspire a 
spunky tale of two guys who have 
nothing to offer each other except 
sex and the fantasy of suddenly 
becoming a person very different 
from the person they know them¬ 
selves to be. In many short films, 
characters lack last names (and 
the overly complicated lives that 
go with them); in The Mountain 
King, even first names become 
baggage — so we’re left knowing 
the characters by their traits and 
the actors’ own names. John 
Sloan plays a shy guy who pops 
up on a windy desolate beach 
with a nice watch, a large paper¬ 
back, a porkpie hat and $40. 
Sloan may be straight, closeted, or 
just curious. For the hustler 
played by Paul Dawson (complete 


with the raggedy Mick Jagger look 
and badly-tended-to arm cast), 
Sloan may be a mark, a new 
friend, or a safe harbor. Dawson 
makes a used car dealer’s pitch for 
homosex, complete with the hint 
that nobody will be refused, those 
with bad credit history or no 
credit at all. Fans of bad car ads 
know they usually fail to disclose 
the real terms under which the 
credit is being advanced, and 
Dawson’s deal is no exception. 
Tucker plays deftly with some of 
the dramatic conceits of French 
director Francois Ozon: in the 
course of the film, Sloan and 
Dawson shed not only their 
clothes, but also several layers of 
masks. In the end, neither we nor 
they are entirely sure who they are 
or may become. 

The shortest, most obvious 
and least satisfying part of the 


program is Dan Castle’s ....lost. 
Shot in the look of high concept, 
very buff Hollyporn, ...lost pur¬ 


ports to be a cautionary tale of he¬ 
donism run amuck, of “bareback- 
ing” by guys who’d rather not 
know their partner’s name or HIV 
status. Emotion and dialogue are 
kept to a minimum, and it’s this 
“just the facts” style that leaves us 
as bored as the lonely boystown 
denizen left to stare at his skinny 
palm trees after his hunky daddy 
has fled the scene. 

A little priest 

Boys to Men recovers its foot¬ 
ing brilliantly in the finale, The 
Confession. An older, queeny man 
lovingly removes hot quiche from 
the oven. A moment later, he 
shoves a piece of his pastry into a 
blender. This culinary atrocity has 
a point: Joseph, Caesar’s lover of 
30 years, is dying, and what ap¬ 
petite remains can only be 
quenched in liquid form. As di¬ 
rector Carl Pfirman neatly ob¬ 
serves, the biggest compromise to 
be made in the last days of Joseph 
and Caesar’s life together will take 
place in the bedroom, and will be 
witnessed by a much younger

man. A very lapsed Catholic, 
Joseph has been bugging Caesar 
“to get me a priest.” For Caesar, 
this bedside confession will be a 
renunciation of their lives togeth¬ 
er. For Joseph, things are a tad 
more complicated. 

Pfirman has delicious fun with 
the idea of a deathbed confession 
spinning out of control. Just who 
gets to hold the wafer, and is the 
body of Christ the only body in 
bed with Joseph at the end? As 
usual with good filmmaking, the 
devil is in the details. One of the 
film’s most saucy scenes is a view 
of the young priest waiting down¬ 
stairs as Joseph and Caesar fight 
over his role in their lives. Even the 
priesthood has room for vanity, 
and note where the chewing gum 
gets parked as Father Marcus gives 
himself a quick makeover. ▼

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The art of the short story 

Ruth an n Robson's tales are collected

o we have a better writer 
than Ruthann Robson? I can 
think of several as good, but 
better? At least part of what makes 
Robson so impressive is her equal 
mastery of fiction ( a/k/a, Eye of 
the Hurricane ) and nonfiction 
(Sappho Goes to Law School). 

In. her latest collection 
of short stories, The 
Struggle for Happi¬ 
ness (St. Martin’s / 

$13.95), Robson ex¬ 
plores, through 
brilliantly and del¬ 
icately connected 
tales, what it 
means to be alive in this world, 
and the ways in which all of our 
lives are changed by our interac¬ 
tions with one another. Robson’s 
prose is breathtaking in its ele¬ 
gance and simplicity. These are 
stories that you will be thinking 
about long after their first reading, 
filled with characters you will 
never forget. 

Consider Jolene in “His Sister,” 
who knows that, “no matter what 
else anyone knows about [her] — 
her red hair that spirals from a 
heart-shaped head, her lust for 
eating chocolate and pizza, her 
lesbianism — once someone 
learns about her brother, every¬ 
thing else is eclipsed. Her brother 



has the power to define her.” Her 
brother is a “convicted sexual ser¬ 
ial murderer on death row,” but 
what Jolene can remember, or at 
least thinks she can,, is the night 
her brother sobbed in her arms, 
“as if he possessed the most hor¬ 
rible hurt in the universe, as if he 
had irrevocably lost the struggle 
for happiness.” 

We know so 
much about Jolene 
and her brother 
from those brief but 
precisely chosen 
words. Just as we know 
a great deal 
about Andi (“At¬ 
lantis V”), who 
owns 15 dresses, 
when we learn that “she does not 
simply rotate the wearing of her 
work dresses, but neither does she 
submit such an important deci¬ 
sion to the vagaries of her 
postmeditation morning moods. 
She achieves the desired effect of 
near haphazardness with the aid 
of a computer program that 
amends the random only to the 
extent of requiring duplicates to 
be separated by a unit of at least 
three.” After reading that descrip¬ 
tion, I didn’t just feel as if I knew 
Andi, I thought I might have 
dated her. 

The Struggle for Happiness is an 
astonishing collection, filled with 
characters who live vividly on the 




page and in our hearts and minds. 
Read these stories, and then tell 
me who might be better at creat¬ 
ing worlds through the use of de¬ 
ceptively simple, breathtaking 
prose. 

Dyke dick extraordinaire 

Pat Welch is back with a new 
Helen Black novel, and that’s great 
news for all of us who love a good 
mystery. Moving Targets (Bella, 
$11.95) is the eighth in the line, 
and it may be the best yet. It is cer¬ 
tainly the darkest. 

Helen is on her way to Missis¬ 
sippi for a chance to see her 
beloved Uncle Loy one last time 
before he dies; given the gravity 


A picture is worth 1,000 words

Baby Dykes by Shelly Roberts; 
Alyson, $12.95 

B aby Dykes is one of those 
books for which the concept 
is so perfect you wonder 
why no one thought of it before: 
baby pictures of grown-up les¬ 
bians. Interspersed among the 160 
or so dykes pictured here (some 
more than once) are very short es¬ 
says and other snippets of prose 
by author Shelly Roberts. The text 
is slight and frequently has little to 
do with the pictures it’s paired 
with, and the humor sometimes 
falls flat, but who cares when you 
can see Alix Dobkin looking coyly 
over her shoulder at the camera 
from her baby buggy? Or Suzanne 
Westenhoefer naked with a kitty 



in her lap? Or Miriam Ben- 
Shalom in a head scarf? 

While the idea is perfect, the 
book isn’t quite: there are too few 
women of color included; pub¬ 
lisher Tracy Bairn’s name is in¬ 
correctly spelled “Bain” (but con¬ 
sistently so, in all three places it 
appears); and it was bothersome 
constantly to have to flip to the 
back of the book to find the bios 
of those pictured — especially 
when bios for about 40 percent of 
them were not given. It would be 
nice to know who everyone grew 


up to be, famous or not — par¬ 
ticularly since some of those for 
whom bios were provided were 
not exactly “famous” anyway 
(e.g., a past president of a queer 
student group, and various web¬ 
masters and local activists). Also, 
there are five essays addressed to 
“Mom” which characterize the 
addressee as, if not homophobic, 
then at least woefully ignorant — 
a gambit meant to unify the book 
but ending up being simply re¬ 
dundant and somewhat insult¬ 
ing. 

Any imperfections and quib¬ 
bles aside, there’s no denying the 
entertainment value of the pic¬ 
tures in Baby Dykes — whether it’s 
Lillian Faderman, Alison Bechdel, 
Margie Adam, or Kate Bornstein 
who now captures your fancy. 
And if babies with glasses tickle 
you, you can find me on Page 3. ▼

of his illness, she’ll wait there for 
the funeral that will not be long 
in coming. It was Uncle Loy who 
took Helen in when the rest of 
the family discovered Helen’s les¬ 
bianism and disowned her, Uncle 
Loy who was Helen’s one touch 
of family, along with his wife 
Edna, and their disabled son, 
Bobby. 

Helen plans to stay in Missis¬ 
sippi to comfort Edna, but her mis¬ 
sion of mercy is decidedly unwel¬ 
come. The last thing the religious¬ 
ly-minded Edna needs around her 
house of mourning is a buttinsky 
lesbian with a drinking problem, 
and Helen is all of that and more. 
The discovery of a photograph of 
Loy en flagrante delicto is humiliat¬ 
ing to Edna, but Helen disregards 
her plea to leave the past alone, and 
decides to delve into Loy’s secrets. 
The result is more complicated 
that you can imagine, and much 
more destructive than anyone 
might have feared. 

Welch weaves her multi-lay¬ 
ered plot with dexterity and skill. 
The slow disintegration of Helen 
Black and the world to which she 
thought she belonged is painfully 
credible. Characters major and 
minor are completely realized, 
and just when you think you 
know what’s going on, you and 
Helen both discover that you do 
not at all. Moving Targets is an en¬ 
tertaining, thought-provoking 
read.

Dick Cheney’s angioplasty (the se¬ 
quel), school shootings (also the 
sequel), and Bill Clinton buying 
ties in Manhattan for which he 
spent $400. It is dejd vu all over 
again — and again. 

For those who were in a coma 
or on Mir during the Starr 
years, in which all things 
Clinton became sub¬ 
ject to Congressional 
hearings, the spin-off 
series has begun — 
and like most spin¬ 
offs, neither cast nor 
story match the origi¬ 
nal. Though 
many believe 
Bill Clinton is 
no longer Presi¬ 
dent, Sens. Dan Burton, Arlen 
Specter and their Republican 
cronies can’t let him go. Even First 
Lady Laura Bush told Good Morn¬ 
ing America this week that it was 
“time to move on and put all this 
behind us.” 

Our interest in Bill’s taste in 
ties ended when Monica stopped 
buying them. Our interest in why 
he pardoned Marc Rich ended a 
nanosecond after we heard about 
it. Republicans promised when 
Bush was crowned President by 
the Supreme Court that “our long 
nightmare” was behind us. Just 
one more thing they lied about. As 
former Clinton Secretary of Labor 
Robert Reich said on Politically In¬ 
correct this week, “The pardon 
hearings are just a distraction 
from the huge tax cut that will 
benefit the rich.” 

After The Pardons we watched 
The Stent. Talk about midseason 
replacements! We’re a tad alarmed 
that Cheney might kick it, since he 
is the brain of the Bush Adminis¬ 
tration. Knowing through the 
miracle of TV all about Cheney’s 
arteries, occluded stent and the 
high rate at which heart attacks 
will recur is like Temptation Island 
meets ER.

TWW remains the best show 
— best-written, best-acted, best¬ 
paced — on TV. Since the Bush 
years will be excruciating, tune in 
to TWW — it will imbue you with 
the idealism to make it to 2004. 
On TWW, for example, gun con¬ 
trol gets addressed, which differs 
dramatically from the Republican 
government, which insists we 
must be armed because apparent¬ 
ly no-one inside the Beltway 
knows how to read the Second 
Amendment, which they think 
means we get to have our own pri¬ 
vate arsenals. The true perversion 
attacking America’s youth is it’s 
harder for kids to buy cigarettes 
than for them to get guns. 

Andy Williams and Elizabeth 
Bush (we recognize it would be in 
poor taste to make jokes about ei¬ 
ther teen’s name) shot up their 
schools last week because, once 
again, each had been bullied un¬ 
mercifully, and although each 
cried desperately for help prior to 
the shootings which left two teens 
dead and 14 injured, their pleas 
were ignored by peers and adults 
alike. 

The NRA sent V-P Bill Powers 
to Nightline to reiterate the tired 
axiom that it’s not guns that are 
the problem. No doubt that will 
comfort the families of the dead 
and wounded children. 

We would add that every time 
an adult watches a kid being ver¬ 


bally (and in the case of Williams) 
physically assaulted and does 
nothing, he or she bears responsi¬ 
bility for the consequences. Every 
time a kid retaliates for abuse with 
a gun, we get a week or two of na¬ 
tional hand-wringing. But we 
don’t stop the bullies who push 
these kids to the breaking point, 
and we don’t stop the guns that 
give them the only power they can 
glean over fellow students. Time 
to wake up and smell the gun¬ 
powder. Every TV news and 
tabloid show addressed this issue 
after the Santee and 
Williamsport shoot¬ 
ings. But on This 
Week, Attorney Gen¬ 
eral John Ashcroft 
said the answer 
would be stiffer 
penalties for kids who 
kill. If there 
were a danger¬ 
ous intersec¬ 
tion killing 
and maiming thousands of kids 
each year (5,000 children are shot 
each year in the US), we’d put up 
a stoplight. Guns or lives — you 
choose. 

It’s too real 

Speaking of right and wrong, 
reality TV got a little too real on 
Survivor when Michael, one of 
our faves, ended up with third-de¬ 
gree burns when he fell into the 
fire. He had to be airlifted from 


the Outback. PETA may say this 
incident was karmic payback for 
his killing of a pig several weeks 
ago, but we were acutely disturbed 
that the camera crew continued to 
film but failed to intervene as 
Michael was badly injured. They 
filmed him as he was overcome by 
smoke while cooking, filmed him 
as he passed out into the fire, 
filmed him as he fell screaming 
onto the ground, filmed him as he 
ran screaming into the river to 
soothe the flesh hanging from his 
hands like bacon strips. 

The decision to air scenes 
which included close-ups of the 
skin flaying from Michael’s hands 
seems questionable. We were hor¬ 
rified to witness such calculated 
brutality by the show’s producers. 
Survivor remains America’s top- 
rated TV show, but caveat emptor 
— not everyone may have the 
stomach for this much reality. 

Nothing so dramatic occurred 
as The Mole flitted about the globe 
with host Anderson Cooper (the 
oh-so-queerish former anchor of 
World News Now and son of Glo¬ 
ria Vanderbilt). Last week brought 
the finale and the big surprise that 
Kathryn, not gay boy Jim or his 
buddy Steven, was the mole. The 
Unholy Trinity as they were 
termed by other players were stel¬ 
lar, and we were pleased to see Jim 
flaming through the show right to 
the end. Particularly since the 


other queer player, Jennifer, was so 
acutely annoying. 

The Mole is looking for new 
contestants for those who might 
want to travel the globe with An¬ 
derson Cooper. The Mole is no 
Survivor: wits are essential as is 
physical prowess, but there’s no 
roughing it, no bug-eating, no 
nights spent in torrential rain¬ 
storms, no burns. To try out, log 
on to www.abc.com and click 
onto the Mole website. 

We also recommend clicking 
for the new CBS sitcom Some of 
My Best Friends — clicking the re¬ 
mote to another network. We can 
just imagine the production meet¬ 
ing for this one. “NBC gets 
through-the-roof ratings with 
Will & Grace. Maybe we could do 
a similar show — but make Grace 
a guy! You know, a straight guy 
who like sounds like he’s, y’know, 
from Brooklyn. But hunky. And 
he’s roomies with this gay guy 
who acts straight but has a really 
flaming friend, just like Will’s 
friend Jack. Only we’ll make this 
guy Asian because we have hardly 
any people of color on the whole 
network. And the gay guy will 
have a hottie sister — you know, 
like Karen on Will & Grace. This 
show is going to be a real hit. You 
know — like Bette.” 

Danny Nucci as Frankie (yo!) 
the straight guy, Jason Bateman as 
Warren (Warren?) the gay guy, Alec 
Mapa as Vern (an Asian named 


Vern?) the flamer, and Jessica 
Lundy as Meryl (where did they get 
these names?), the sister. The cast 
is good, especially Mapa and 
Lundy (just like Jack and Karen on 
W&G), but the writing sucks. 

Go kiss 

The fabulous kissing scene on 
Buffy, the Vampire Slayer between 
lesbian lovers Willow (Alison 
Hannigan) and Tara (Amber Ben¬ 
son) was the best, most realistic 
and longest we’ve seen on TV or 
even in the movies. Sensual, sweet 
and, unlike every other queer kiss¬ 
ing scene, not hyped. Kudos to Joss 
Whedon for not only creating a 
believable queer couple but allow¬ 
ing them to be queer on camera, 
naturally, just like the show’s het 
couples. 

Kudos, too, to ER for the com¬ 
plex tale of Carrie (Laura Innes) 
and Kim (Elizabeth Mitchell). 
Newbie lesbian Carrie fears losing 
her job, and lifelong lesbian Kim 
fights homophobia on all fronts, 
particularly now that she’s been 
charged with sexual harassment 
by a young suicidal client with 
sexual orientation issues. We’ve 
seen the two women in bed to¬ 
gether where Carrie clearly has 
deep feelings for Kim, but Kim is 
impatient with Carrie’s desire to 
keep their relationship in the clos¬ 
et. Realistic and believable, with 
stellar performances from long¬ 


time castmember Innes and new¬ 
comer Mitchell. 

We also found ER’s tale of two 
gay men — one positive, one neg¬ 
ative—compelling and sadly real¬ 
istic as it dealt with the controver¬ 
sial issue of “sharing the gift” (in¬ 
tentionally passing HIV from pos¬ 
itive partner to negative). In even 
acknowledging this issue, ER once 
again sensitively tackles provoca¬ 
tive topics without giving pat an¬ 
swers or even happy endings. 

Another round of kudos to 
Gideons Crossing, where Ruben

Blades (Dr. Cabanes) stole the 
show this week with a mesmeriz¬ 
ing performance as Cabanes 
struggled to help a patient with 
multiple personality disorder. The 
patient was raped by his father as 
a child — punishment for bad be¬ 
havior. GC writers have taken on 
other sexual orientation issues, in¬ 
cluding the best show on trans¬ 
sexuality we’ve ever seen. Sensitive 
and subtle writing pointed out the 
clear distinction between abusive 
pedophilia and gay sexuality.

Bateman plays gay 
on his new sitcom

J ason Bateman, the star of the gay-themed sitcom Some of My 
Best Friends, is all grown up and looking very handsome. Bate¬ 
man plays Warren, whose roommate ad is answered by Frankie 
(Danny Nucci), a sweet but simple straight guy who is initially ig¬ 
norant of the fact that Warren is gay. Frankie thinks that GWM 
stands for “Guy With Money.” Based on the popular gay movie Kiss 
Me Guido, the sitcom version is the latest queer half-hour on net¬ 
work television, and it marks Bateman’s return to the fore, 

Gregg Shapiro: Would you consider yourself a fan of the movie 
Kiss Me Guido? 

Jason Bateman: I asked them if I should see it before 1 read for 
this thing, and they said no, it wasn’t necessary. My preference was 
not to see it, because what if I saw the guy who was playing my part 
do something really good here or there, and I sort of, on purpose 
or not, stole it? I’m prone to thievery, Gregg. 

After having shot seven episodes, have you had a change of heart 
and watched the movie? 

No. Not yet. 

Have you ever had a gay roommate? 

I had a guy who was my best friend. People basically said that we 
were living together because he was over there all the time. Then we 
had a big falling out. Only later did he end up coming out of the 
closet. So I don’t know what jurisdiction that would fall under. In 
retrospect, I had a pseudo-gay, pseudo-roommate. 

Do you have a preference for comedy over drama? 

I’m in love with comedy, and sitcoms in particular. I’ve really 
got an affinity for that genre and how sneaky tough it is. I enjoy the 
performing and the collaboration with the audience. Yet, I’ve no¬ 
ticed in my life, to be perfectly frank, that if I go a long time with¬ 
out doing some drama, without doing some acting, I tend to cre¬ 
ate it in my life. I tend to exaggerate arguments with my friends and 
my girlfriend and my parents and whomever. I really argue my 
point through the mud, the sleet and the snow. I’ve been told by 
my friends, “All right. I get. I got it. You win.” Only in retrospect 
have I sort of figured that maybe this is me loving to hear myself 
talk, and maybe I need to get myself a fuckin’ job. 

So there's a little bit of drama queen in you. 

Yeah, I guess so. 

One of the complaints about the show Will & Grace is that Wiil 
never has any long-lasting romantic relationships. Are there plans 
for your character, Warren, to date or become romantically in¬ 
volved? 

Yes, there are plans to go into Warren’s personal life and bring 
Danny’s character into that as well, and see how he can cope. But 
with any sitcom, if you hook somebody up with a steady, the sto¬ 
ries are somewhat limited. You get a lot more out of allowing your 
regular characters to go out and date many different people. I could 
date a guy who was really neurotic, versus dating a guy who is an 
overly self-centered rodeo star. You can do anything. 

Sandy Duncan, with whom you worked on the sitcom The Hogan 
Family, has a large following in the gay community. Do you think 
that she might be persuaded to appear on your show? 

I would like to think that it would take absolutely no persuad¬ 
ing whatsoever. We’re crazy about each other. I miss her daily, and 
I think it’s a pretty safe bet that she would say the same thing about 
me. We’d probably have to be careful. She’d want to be a semi-reg¬ 
ular. 

Any chance that your sister, Justine, will be making a guest ap¬ 
pearance on Some of My Best Friends? 

I don’t think so. She’s retired from acting. She’s now very in¬ 
volved in running a clothing line that she’s developed. She’s hand¬ 
knitting hats and shawls, dresses, sweaters and gloves. She’s really 
got no interest in acting. She just got married, and she’s really dig¬ 
ging not being a part of the machinery anymore. ▼
